the Hofburg the other day. The twelve octo- 
gonariau almsmen, in their black XViltb 
contury garb, tho dramatio offer and 
refusal of food, tho borne 
by stalwart life-guardsmen 
formal ablutions all contribute to ils 
effect, and, when all is over, the proffered 
dainties are sont to the recipients of the honor 
in great oval packing-cases bearing the im- 
perial arms. Not only does the Emperor tie 
a bag of maundy round the neck of each of 
his guests, but they all receive as 
& memento the kuife, fork, Spoon, 
goblet and Wino jug put 
before them, The jugs, of flue green glass 
glass ornamented with heraklic devices in 
gold, are highly prized by collectors, but are 
exceedingly difficult to obtain, as thay are 
regarded as hvirlooms by the families into 
whose possession they fall.

150 Fuuerals 
Easter Sanday. 

CuicaGo, March 31.—Easter Sunday was 
the first really beautiful spring day that 
March has given to Chicago. In spits of its 
bulmy pleasantoess ithad an undue exhibit 
of sackcloth and aslits, for Ubora were fo less 
than 150 funerals. The funeral proesssions 
began to arrive at the cemeteries before 
noon, and from that time on the processions 
wero filing in and out until nightfall 
The deaths last week were 034, showing an 
increase of 225 over the previous week. The 
past three weeks of March this year show 
almost double the death rate of ths same 
time in 188. Lagrippe is a very insidious

A monument is to be erected over the re- 
mains of Davy Crockett, the famous Tennes- 
see hunter, who killed 108 bears and per- 
formed various other deeds of valor. It is 
now more than sixty years since this pictur- 
asque old character was buried. Tho shaft 
will be of Tennessee granite and over twenty- 
seven feet high, At the front base of the 
column the emblematic bear keeps faithful 
watch in front of the Lronze medallion of 
the setting sun; on the right part of the shaft 
a bronze medallion with the distinctive 
badge (the rifle and knife crossed) of the 
pioneer settlers of tho state is represented 
and a corresponding medallion on tho left 
side shows the agricultural implements, 
early symbols of Tennessee's prosperity, One 
other medallion represents the grand seal of 
Tennessee, and on the front of the shaft a 
bust of Colonel Crockett looks down over

\TALIAN MINIS1ER RECALLED, 


The GovernmentShows Its Disapproval of 
the New Orleans Massacre, 

WASHINGTON, March 3L—In an official 
note dated to-day Baron Faya, the Italian 
minister, has declared to the Secretary of 
State that the U.S, Goveroment not having 
given assurances that the murderers of the 
Italian subjects acquitted by the American 
magistrates aud murdered in prison while 
under the immediate protection of the 
authorities of New Orleans would be brought 
to justice, the Italian Government bas fouad 
itself under the very painful necessity of show- 
ing openly its dissatisfaction by recalling the 
minister of his majesty from a country 
where the Italian representatye is unable to 
obtain justice. The baron will soon leave 
the United States, leaving the secretary of 
legation in churge only of the current

A BRIGHTENING PROSPECT. 


The completion of the Bay bridge; ‘the 
placing of Belleville upon the route of the 
Richelinu: Company's ‘*Mail Line” of steam- 
ers ; and theerection of a first-class modern 
hotel building in town, cannot ‘fail to lift 
the clouds of adversity which have lowered 
for some years upon our fair city, and to 
prove largely instrumental in restoring to 
the City of the Bay the reputation, which 
{bp long enjoyed, of being one of the most 
prosperous places In Canada. 

The misfortanes of Belleville haye been 
many and great. Chief amongst them was 
the Inevitable decay of tho [dmber trade 
and {ts concentration in the hands of large 

concerns whose milis were located elsewhere. 
Following this. was the closing of the great 
Burrell axe factory through inexperienced 
management and a combination of most un- 
favorablé circumstances. And finally came 


the ruin of the stove foundry through the 
dishonesty of its manager, By the loss of 
these industries alone—and they were by no 
means the only ones here which went to the 
wall owing to causes beyond control—not 
less than five hundred men in Belleville and 
in mills just beyond the city’s limits, were 
deprived of employment and forced to re- 
move to other places. And yot Belleville 
has held hor own fairly well, and has even 
progressed {n some respects, in spite of her 
great misfortunes. A look at hor business 
houses will show that pace has been kept 
with the times, and the statistics of her 
trade exhibit a steady advancement. In 
1868, for example, when Bollevillé might 
alniost be called a “boom" town, our im- 
ports amounted to $150,182 and our ex- 
ports to $532,129, or a total trade of $682,- 
311, whilst in 1890 the imports were $324,- 
549 and the exports $1,016,094, the total 
belng $1,340,643. The forcign trade of 
the city has thus virtually dubled daring 
the twenty-two years in spite of ‘all draw- 
backs. Local progress {s shown in these 
figures from the local records :

An Increase of about 55 por cent. in as- 
seased valuo and of over 43 per cent in pop- 
ulation, From the foregoing figurea these 
important faots are gathered, namely, that 
odbehes foreign trade per head of the 
population has increasedfrom $96in 1868 to 
$132 {n 1891 - this, too, in face of the great 
reduction in our lamber exports—and the 
assessed valuation per. Head shows an in- 
crease from $366 to $891 during the period 
named. This is not, wo take it, a very dir- 
couraging rate of Incrense, all things being 
taken into consideration. 

That this record will be greatly inrproved 
upon during the next twonty years there {a 
not the slightest reason todoubb. Tho res- 
Idents of the city have, during tho past 
three years, shown a spirit of liberality and 
enterprise which forbids any other sup- 
position less «cheering. Tho Bay cf 
Qainte Bridge, is the first frult of the 
reawakening of public spirit in Belleville, 
will draw to the city a much larger share 
of the trado of Princo Edward 
than it ever before enjoyed, and the 
result will be a quickening of the business 
activitfes of the place, with a decided im- 
petus to its every interest and of benefit to 
{ts inhabitants. From tho great stream of 
travel that annually flows along the !ine of 
the ‘*Mail” steamers’ route, which will soon 
be brought through the Bay and to our 
wharves, much may be diverted to our city 
with the ald of a first-class hotel, whilst 
Massassaga Park and others of the beau- 
teous resorts in the neighborhood, which 
draw their supplies hence, will also claim 
their share of {t. The bridge, by affording 
communication with Prince Edward at all 
hours, and opening up pleasant driyes to 
Massssnsga Park and olsewhete, will also 
be an Important factor in shaping the do- 
termination of wealthy tourists to pass ab 
least a portion of thelr holldsys in this 
charming locality.

“Settlers’ Effects,” 
(From the Empire.) 

The other day the Winnipeg Commercia! 
reported the passage through Winmipeg of a 
number of Oanadian farmers and their fam- 
ilies who had settled in South Dakota eight 
yoars ago, bub,have now got light, and are 
on their way with six carloads of stock to 
Yorkton, Assiniboia. This is a phass of 
the emigration question not much discussed 
by the Grit organists. These worthies have 
much to say of the *‘exodus,” the wholesale 
“depopulation” of the country under **Tory 
misrule,” but they omit to notice any ovi- 
dence going to show that tho agricultural 
prospects and conditions are so superior to 
those of the United States that the farmors 
in tho latter country are actually pulling up 
stakes and coming here. The movement 
would be larger.if we could get delivered all 
the omlgration literature sent from Canada 
through the Umited States mails to the per- 
sons addressed, or if we could send tho 
Grit organs for a long trip round the world. 
That there is a movement of population 
north isundoubted. The chances are that it 
will increase rapidly, for the United Statos 
farmer knows moro now about the condition 
of his Canadian brethren than ever before, 
and wants to show it. Tho statistics offi 
cially issued by the United States authorl- 
ties themselves, supply unquestioned oevi- 
dence of this emigration, In the last report 
of the Washington Bureau of Statistica, 
there {s a table of exports from the United 
States, which is founded upon our trade 
returns, they being thus accepted as authen- 
tic and trustworthy by the Washington au- 
thorities. This table contains an item of 
settlers’ effects, showing that during the 
year ending June 30th, 1890, the value of 
settlers’ effects exported to Canada is givon 
at $1,469,268. The figuros for the provinces 
sre as follows:

That represents a good many settlers, and 
it indicates that the alleged oxodus is nob 
all on the one side, It is true that another 
table in the returns compiled from United 
States statistics reports settlora’ effects to a 
slightly greater amount as belong imported 
into the States from Canada in the samo 
period, but as it includes the property of 
American citizens dying here the figures aro 
vague. Besides our tariff regulations on 
the subject of what may bo ontered as 
“‘sottlera’ effects” are much more precise 
and rigid than those of the republic, so that 
their figures are nob so exactly accurate as 
ours,

The slaughter of the Chief Commissioner 
of Assan) and the officers and men of his 
Goorkha escort in Manipur is almost certain 
to resultin a further addition to the map of 
British India, bringing the British Empire is 
closer contact with the Chinese frontier, 

Manipur, although adjacent to Assam, ip 
no part of that province; it is an indepen- 
dent ttate, ruled by a Rajah, who pays no 
tribute to the British and who exorcises ab- 
solute powor within his borders, except the 
privilego of making war, Tho state is as 
independent as the great native kingdoms of 
Hyderabad, Gwalior and Indore, It is situ- 
ated in the corner betwoon the two tea pro- 
ducing districts of Assam and Cachar. The 
greater part is tableland—no richer soil in 
the world, as the tea-planters know well, 

Theroisno doubt that this disturbance 
will give the Viceroy of India the oppor- 
tunity to annex Manipur, repeating the pro- 
ceedings of Lord Dalhousie in Oude and 
Lord Dufferin in Burmah. 

The tribe who attacked the commissioner's 
camp were probably Nagas, who gave so 
much trouble on that frontier somo years 
Itis altogether improbable that the 
Manipuris themselves were hostile, They 
live on the plains of the table land, have al- 
ways been friends of the planters, grow 
their own cotton ond indigo, and breed the 
fidest ponies in the world.

Theo Fooling la Washinagton. 

Wasuinaton, April 1.—Tho impression i: 
deepening in diplomatic circles that there is 
a decidedly personal aspsct to the withdraw- 
alof Baron Fava, Last year Dr. Carroll, 
U.S, Consul at Palermo, made a report 
the Secretary of State upon the subject of 
brigandage in Italy. Hoe described a num- 
ber of cases cf outrageous treatment of 
foreign citizeus, Americans iucludei, by the 
Italian bauditti and scored the Italian Goy- 
ernment deeply for its failure to suppress 
these criminals and dofend foreigners io 
Italy. This report was published in this 
country id much diluted form ani aroused 
Baron Fava’s indiguation. He notified his 
government of the report and announced o 
determination to secure the consul’s recall, 
which was elfected. 

The correspondence batween Baron Fava 
and Secretary Blaine was made public to 
night. The Italian Minister's communica 
tion says the demand for satisfaction for the 
patent violation of the stipulation of tho 
treaty in force between the two countries 
having been igaored he had decided to leave 
Washington, 

Secretary Blaine’s roply, dated to-day, ex- 
presses the regret of the United States Gov- 
ernment at tho intelligences of Fava's depart- 
ure from the capital, and says the President 
believes ho bas bsen recalled uniter a misap- 
prehonsion of the facts. Mr, Blaine addi 
that he had repeatedly given to Baron Fava 
the assurance that under the direction of the 
President all the facts and incidents con 
nocted with the tragedy would be thorough- 
ly investigated.

price of eggs drop to eight or ten cents a 
dozen, where you have been accustomed to 
get twelve or cighteen. Housewives, you 
who havo to depend for your pin money on 
the product of the nest, will you allow your 
husbands to vote for a Government which 
is responsiblo for this 1” 

These mollifluous sontencos appear vory 
nice In theory, but alas they will nub hold 
in practice. The prico which the aforesaid 
housewives have received for thelr eggs this 
season should make Major McKinley turn 
groen with envy, aud give an effectual 
quietus to the specious arguments of Grit 
stumpors. Tho fact is, tho McKinley 
tariff will not seriously affect tho prise of 
Canadian eggs in the home market, al- 
though ib will increase thelr price four or 
five cents in New York and Boston. Can 
ada is not dependent upon the States for 
her egg market, and the Canadian farmer 
connot be compelled to kill off the feathered 
inhabitants of his coops ab the dictation of 
a Yankee Senator. No American taritf 
wall can disable the Canadian hen or pro 
vent her carrying on her businessat the 
old stand as usual. 

‘Iv is hard to account for the present 
high price of eggs,” anid a dealer on Satur- 
day. ‘There is no scercity, although the 
supply does not exceed the demand to any 
largo extent, as far as I know. I an- 
ticipated a drop to fifteon cents or there- 
abouts ; but you see my calculations haye 
not materialized. Arrangements are be- 
ing completed for tho shipment of our 
surpluss eggs to the Old Country, and you 
may depend that the price will nob fall 
much below the present one as long 
as the market remains open tous. The 
supply has never been equal to tho de 
mand in England, and now that it has been 
demonstrated that our eggs can be marketed 
in good condition there will be a good de 
mand for them, Why, London alone con- 
sumes 1,000,000 dozen a week. Mos» of 
these eggs come from Austria, and find a 
ready markot at from 18 to 20 cents a dozen. 
We can ship them as cheaply as Austria and 
could easily realize the same price for them. 
With an all but limitless market for eggs at 
a net price of 12 to 16 centa per dozen,our 
farmers have nothing to fear from the oper- 
ation of the American tariff.” 


Hints to Dairymen. 

It costs just as much to supporb the oar- 
cass of a cow thatisrunning you in debt 
as it does one that is glving you $50 a year 
profit. Not one farmerina hundred ever 
tested his cows to know which were the 
ones thet wore boating him *‘out of house 
and home,” How is heto act if he don’t 
know, and how is he to know if he does not 
put forth intelligent effortto know. There 
is scarcely a dairyman in the land who is 
not keeping two cows to do the work of 
one, Ask any of the progressive dalrymen 
you know, aud they will tell you about 
their first step in cutting down useless ex 
pense was to got a better cow. Buy her, 
breed her, get her anyway you choose,*but 
be sure and yet her. 

Stop the expense of bad handling. You 
must handle a dairy cow not as if she were 
a s:ecr, butasa bovine mother. You want 
to make money out of hor motherhood ; 
then handle her, sholter her, feed her and 
treat her generally as a mother should be 
handled, sheltered and treated. If you 
don't know how a mother should be treat- 
ed ask your wife or your mother. 

Build a silo, so that your milk feed shall 
cost you less. Build it sufficiently large so 
you can have ensilage enough to feed in 
Summer and Fall when the pasturage dries 
up. That will keep your cows up to their 
best flow, so you can have milk to do busi- 
ness within late Fall and Winter, when 
prices of butter are higher. That's good 
economy. 

Stop this expensive Summer dairying— 
keeping cows on expensive pasture and get- 
ting nothing for the milk just because there 
are thousands of other men just like you 
who had rather milk a cow in Summer and 
make nothing, than to get into Winter 
dairying and make a fair protit. Give up 
all these cranky old notions about dairying, 
and proceed to measure tho business from 
tho dollar standpoint, just as any other 
manufacturer does. 

Study to inorease the fertility and de- 
crease the acreage of your farm. Make 
one acre furnish as much food for cows as 
two acres did formerly. Sell or give away 
tho other acres, and thus saye the expense 
of farming it. Remomber everything 
costs, 

You must havo an albuminoid food, such 
as bran, oats, linseed meal, cotton seed meal 
&o. Study how to avoid buying this food, 
and see If you cannot raise it ia the shape 
of clover nicely cured, and particularly peas, 
No finer food on earthfor a butter cow than 
a certain portion of pea meal eachday. Look 
into this pea culture. and see if you cannob 
learn how to grow peas successfally. There 
are many other fine points that we have not 
time nor space in which to enumerate. 

In short, make fine, close study of your 
business, and all its finer economies, Don't 
think it is a cheap business, requiring bub 
little brains or intelligence. You are dealing 
with the mysteries of animal life at evory 
tarn, and that is ono of the biggest prob- 
lems on earth.—Hoard's Dairyman.,

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 


Desperate Naval Battle Between Govera- 
ment Troops and Insurgeuts, 

San Francisco, April 1,—Advices from 
Valparaiso state thatthe ironclad Blanco, 
belonging to the insurgents, attempted to 
blow up the armed government tug Florence 
with o fish torpedo, but the torpedo missed 
the tug and struck the big floating dry dock, 
blowing it to pieces. The Florence anda 
torpedo boatattacked the Blanco, when a 
heavy shell from the latter struck the 
Florence, blowing her entirely out of the 
water and killing or wounding every one of 
her crew of 17 men, while a broadside from 
the Blanco’s conso™, the O'Higgins, knocked 
the torpedo boat all to pieces. Fire was 
opened from the forts and a shell went 
through the O'Higgins, and the gun on the 
quarter deck exploded, the deck being liter- 
ally tora out of the vessel and nine men out 
of the gun's crew of 12 were blown to atoms. 


Enthusiastic Celebration of Bismarck’s 
- 76th Birthday. 

FRIEDRIOHSRUHE, April 1.—Prince Bis- 
marck, who is 76 years old to-day, has been 
receiving deputations all day, with addresses 
and floral offerings from all parts of Ger- 
many. Early this morning the reveille was 
sounded under the window of the prince's 
apartments by the Rateeburg Jaogers. Every 
train brought large numbers of strangers. 
Among the visitors were the Duke of Ujost 
and otber persons of title, several Hamburg 
guilds and a number of Munich artists, 
Prince Bismarck received many telegrams 
and gifts from admirers abroad. During the 
day the prince appeared in public three 
times and on each occasion was received 
with fervent cheers and  hand-shakings. 
To-night 4 torchligot procession was held in 
which 3000 persons took part, 

Bismarck met the torchlight procession at 
the Castle gate. Herr Woermann io a speech 
said they had come not as representatives of 
a political party, but as citizens to give the 
Prince proof of their gratitude for his ser- 
vices to the Fatherland. Bismarck, who 
was deeply moved, said ho felt as if he was 
receiving a good school certificate, that when 
he wasa minister hos bad not always re 
ceived such recognition, and that he would 
leave the memory of the demonstration to 
his children asa precious inberitance. The 
Prince received 3000 congratulatory de- 
spatches.

white In a month’s time by doctoring them 
at bedtime, and all the tools you need are 
a nail brush, a bottle of ammonia, a box of 
powdered borax, and a little fine white sand 
to rub the stains off, or a cub of lemon, 
which will do even better, for the acid of the 
lemon will clean anything.

As usual during a raid the strikers were 
armed with revolvers, stones, iron bars 
and every conceivable Weapon obtainable. 
The volleys from the Winchesters wore well 
directed and but a few rounds were neces- 
sary to drive the frightened rioters back into 
the hills whore hundreds of their fellow- 
strikers had gathered in anticipation of 
a in the raid but not ina battle with 
geards. The firing on both sides continued 
hardly tbreo minutes. Tha volleys from the 
guards bad terrible offect on the compact 
mass of strikers, while the latter made an 
attempt to return the fire with what wea- 
pons they possessed, but without effect. The 
dead were left lying in the road while the 
wounded, estimated at between 40 and 50, were 
assisted or bodily carried away into the hills 
by their fellows, All day the entire coke 
region has presented scenes of the wildest 
excitement. Tho foreign element especially 
hos been driven frantic. Always turbulent, 
sullen and ready for desperate measures they 
arenot one whit cowed by the death of 
several of their number, while they have 
tedulously concealed in their homes those of 
their number who were wounded, many, no 
doubt, unto death, 

Late to-night word was received here that 
two more men concerned in the riot had died 
in strikers’ houses near tho Morewood works, 
where they had been dragged by their 
fellows, Their names could not be learned, 
butitis kuown that ono wasan English- 
speaking foreigner, These two deaths make 
nine in all that are known, but there is no 
doubt others are dead or in a critical 
conditions. Reports late to-night from ali 
over the region indicate a fearfully danger- 
ous and excited condition of affairs and the 
word that the military was soon to be on 
guard was received by the law-abiding labor 
officials and coke operators alike with the 
liveliest satisfaction at Leisinring. 

At 9 o'clock this morning another attack 
was attempted by the coke strikers and three 
more were killed. Twenty-five of the rioters 
were wounded in this Ias®scuffle. This story 
has not yet been confirmed from Morewood. 

Labor officials deny the men at Morewood 
were killed for good cause and warrabts 
have beon issued for the deputies on the 
charge of murder, with General Manager 
Lyneb of the Frick Company and Superin- 
tendent Ramsey of the Morewood plant 
charge?. as accessories before the fact.

found herself again in her dreasing room, | 
but not in the same mood as sho had left | 
it. She was warm, composed and happy. 
She looked in the tall mirror, and for the 
firet time saw Marguerite reflected there. 
Then into her serene and awakened 
mind entered all the tenderness, sim- 
plicity and pathos of Gretchen's lovely 
story, and she felt the spirit of the Ger- 
mun peasant maiden take possession of 
her. The appurtenances of the stage, 
the mechanism of the effects, tho glare 
of the footlights, no longer had power 
to disturb her illusion, They seemed 
therhselves an illusion, and only the 
story was real, And when the moment 
came that she stood before the mighty 
audience they were to her no longer a 
hostile and opposing presence, with 
which she must stroggle in hopeless con 
test, but a vast reservoir of human sym- 
pathy, aiding her, supporting her, com- 
prehending her, supplying her with life 
and inspiration, and responding a thou- 
sandfold to every chord she touched, 

As her voice flowed out and abroad 
from her lips it seemed to owe its en- 
chanted sweetness and resonance not to 
her, but toits echoin the hearts of her 
listeners. . Whence, then, had come this 
marvelous change in the mutual rela- 
tions between her andience and herself? 
She was conscious only of the joy of un- 
restrained oxpression; the audience, only 
of the delight.of ear and eye; and 
Geoffrey Bellingham, sitting with folded 
arms and charined pulses in the midst 
of the assemblage, had no suspicion that 
any part of this triumph of harmony and 
beauty was due to him. His eyes and 
all his senses were turned toward her, 
but how should ‘he imagine that amid 
the crowd of that great amphitheatre 
her glances were conscious of no face 
but his, and that all the stupendous 
magnetism of their silence and their ap- 
plause was centered and concentrated in 
him? He had even forgotten that his 
Marguerites were in her girdle. 

As has already been intimated, how- 
ever, it would besuperfluous to give any 
account of this memorable performance 
from the audience’s point of view. Com- 
petent judges, who attended many repe- 
titions of the opera, have declared that 
Mile. Marana never afterward surpassed 
the standard of excellence she attained 
on this first occasion. It was the topic 
of the time, and the fame of it spread 
all over the United States, and was 
spoken of next day in London and Paris. 
The public, which is so inhuman and 
tyrannical in its apathies and antipathies, 
is like a child and a slave in its favorit- 
ism andits homage. It idolized the in- 
comparable Marana, and would have 
built her a house of gold, with jeweled 
windows, if she had demanded it. The 
unknown girl from the upper reaches of 
the Hudson was crowned queen of New 
York for the sake of two or three hours’ 
sweet singing. 

It is seldom that Adam, and even divin- 
er Eve, in the days of their youth, are 
wholly insensible to the worship of their 
fellow creatures. They may say and be- 
lieve that flattery cannot make them 
alter their own estimate of their merit; 
nevertheless, the eve that sees admira- 
tion in all other eyes involuntarily waxes 
brighter and more assured, and the pres- 
ence before which others bow down, if 
it do not bear itself more commandingly, 
can at least scarcely avoid a graceful 
condescension, Doubtless it is not the 
merit but the homage which the merit 
causes that creates the elation. And by 
and by the suggestion will insinuate it- 
self that there may, after all, be some- 
thing exceptional in the nature gifted 
with such talents, apart from the talents 
themselves. From this point itis not far 
to the conclusion that exceptional natures 


demand exceptional treatment and con- 
sideration—should not be made account- 


able to ordinary rules; should be a law 
anto themselves. No position is more 
susceptible than this of being vindicated 
by plausible arguments, and a poor argu- 
ment warmed by goed will has always 
been worth a dozen better ones chilled 
and torpid from the breathgf disinclina- 
tion. 

Now Mille. Marana, though she could 

not estimate the influence upon others 
of the personal quality of her voice, 
could not help knowing that she sung in 
tune and correctly; but, inasmuch as 
many other women could do this, she 
was forced to infer that her being made 
queen of New York must be due to some 
personal quality, asaforesaid. This just 
persuasion gave her pleasure on more 
accounts than one; but one account was 
that it seemed to justify in some measure 
the deception which she was maintain- 
ing before the world. Though still 
chargeable with purloining Marana’s 
name, she might, perhaps, acquit her 
conscience of damaging that lady in her 
musicalreputation. If she were listened 
to withas great favor as the genuine 
Russian diva would have been, surely 
the latter could not complain of any 
very great practical injury. On the 
contrary she would have earned an 
American renown witho@ being 
troubled to so much aa open her lips. 
True, renown was all she wonld earn; 
but she had voluntarily given up the 
offer of other emoluments before the 
false Marana had ever been thought of. 
Of course a lie is a lie, after every ex- 
cuse has been made for it; yet there 
may be cause for congratulation if a lie 
prove to contain no other mischief than 
the simple invasion of a truth. 

In this opinion she was, it need scarce- 
ly be said, cordially supported by Ham- 
ilton Jocelyn and Mme. Bemax; nor was 
her father disinclined to take an opti- 
mistic view of the situation. The latter 
gentleman, by the way, seemed to have 
taken a fresh start in life since his trou- 
bles came to head, therein following the 
example of many prominent citizens of 
New York and other places who, when 
other sources of supply ron dry, are ac- 


appearance of his daughter, and had 
beon somewhat disappointed to discover 
that no one seemed to be aware that he 
had ever lacked the former or owned the 
latter. 

The world, Mr. Randolph thought, 
must be a barbarously large as well as a 
reprehensibly inattentive place, since it 
had failed to follow with scticitude the 
course of his domestic concerns. How- 
ever, if there was neglect on ono side of 
the account, it was balanced by con- 
venience on the other, and the unsus- 
pected father of the great prima donna 
made a virtue of impunity. 

He visited his daughter twice or thrice 
a week, besides being present at her per- 
formances; but it afforded him a certain 
gratification to surround their inter- 
views with an elaborate network of se- 
crecy and intrigue, as if he were an 
enamored Montague seeking to com- 
mune at peril of their lives with a love- 
lorn Capulet. There was evidently a vein 
of romance in this old gentleman which, 
had it been properly cultivated in due 
season, might have considerably enlarged 
his character

THE SPLIT MAUSOLEUM. 


AN EASTER SERMON BY REV. T. DE 


WITT TALMAGE, 


"Come, See the Placo Where the Lord 


Lay''—The Tomb of All the Ages 


What the Resurrection Means to the 


Human Race, 


New York, March 20, 189!.—<Dr 
mage preached an Easter sermon to his 
audiences to-day. A selection of music 
propriate to tho festival was beautifully 
rendored at each service. The text of the 
preacher's discourse was Matt, 28; 6, ''Come, 
soo the place where the Lord lay,” 

Visiting any great city, wo are not satis- 
fled until wo have also looked at its come 
tery, Wo examine all the styles of ceno- 
taph, mausoleum, sarcophagus, crypt, and 
sculpture. » Here lies buried a statesman, 
yonder an orator, here a poot, out there an 
inventor, in some other place a great 
philanthropist. But with how much great 
interest nnd “with more depth of eniotion 
wo look upou our family plot in the ceme- 
tery. In the one case, it isa matter of 
public interest; in the other, it is a matter of 
private and heartfeltaffection, Butaround 
tho grave at which we halt this morning 
there are gathered all kinds of stupendous 
interest. At this sepulchre, I have to tell 
you, in this sepulchre there was buried a 
King, a Conqueror, an Emancipator, a 
Friend, a Brother, a Christ Monarch of 
the universe, but bone of our bone, and 
flesh of-our flesh, and sorrow of our sorrow, 
and heart of our heart. ‘'Come, seo the 
place where the Lord lay.” 

It has for surroundings, 
the suburbs of 
owned by a woalthy gentleman by 
the name of Joseph. He was one 
of the. court of seventy who had condemned 
Christ, but [ think he had yvoled in the nega- 
tive, or being a timid man, had been absent 
at the time of the casting of the vote, He 
had laid “out the parterre at great expense. 
It was a hot climate, and I suppose there 
were broad branched trees and winding 
paths underneath them, while here the 
waters rippled over the rock into a fishpool, 
and yonder the vines and the flowers clam- 
bered over the wall, and all around there 
were the beauties of kiosk and arboriculture, 
After the fatigue of the Jerusalem court- 
room, how refreshing to come out in these 
suburbs botanical and pomological. 

I walk a little farther on in the parterre 
and I come across a cluster of rocks, and I 
see on them the marks of a sculptor’s chisel. 
I come still closer and I find that there is a 
subterrancan recess, and I walk down the 
marble stairs, and come to a portico, over 
the doorway—an architecture of fruits and 
flowers chiseled by the hand of the sculptor. 
I go into the portico and on either side there 
are rooms, two, or four, or six rooms of 
rock; fn the walls, niches, each niche large 
enough to hold a dead body. One of these 
rooms of rock js especially wealthy with 
sculpture. It was a beautiful and 
cbarming spot. Why all this? The fact was 
that Joseph, the owner of the parterre, of 
that wealthy manor, had recognized the fact 
that he could not always walk those gardens, 
and he sought this as bis own last own rest- 
ing-place. “What a beautiful plot in which 
to wait for the resurrection! 

Mark well the mausoleum in the rock. 
It isto be the most celebrated tomb in all 
the ages: Catacombs of Egypt, tomb of 
Napoleon, Mahal Taj of India, nothing 
compared with it. Christ had just been 
murdered, and His body must be thrown 
out to the dogs and the ravens, as was cus- 
tomary with crucified bodies, unless there 
be prompt and effective hindrance. Joseph, 
the owner of the mausoleum, begs for the 
body of Christ, and he takes and washes the 
poor and mutilated frame from the blood 
and the dust, andshrouds it and perfumes it. 

I think embalmment was omitted. When 
in olden times they wished to embalm a 
dead body, the priest with some preten- 
sion of medical skill would show the point 
between the ribs where the incision was 
to be made. Then the operator would 
come and make the incision, and then run 
for his life, else he would be slain for vio-* 
lating the dead body. Then the other 
priests would come with salt of nitre and 
cassia, and wine of palm tree, and com- 
plete the embalmment. ButT think in this 
case embalmment was omitted, lest there be 
more excitement and another riot. The 
funeral advances. Present—Joseph, the 
owner of the mausoleum; Nicodemus, who 
brought the flowers, and the two Marys, 
Heavy burden on the shoulders of two men 
as they carry the body of Christ down 
the marble stairs and into the portico, and 
lift the dead weight to the level of the niche 
in the rock, and push the body of Christ into 
the only pleasant resting-place it ever bad. 
These men coming forth, close the door of 
rock against the recess, The government, 
afraid thnt the disciples would steal the body 
of Christ and play resurrection, put upon the 
door the:seal of the Sanhedrim, the viola- 
tion ofthat geal, like the violation of the 
seal of the United States Government, or 
of the British Government, always followed 
with severe penalties. 

A regiment of soldiers from the Tower of 
Antonio is detailed to guard that mausoleum. 
At the door of that tomb a fight took place 
which decided the question for all grave- 
yards and cemeteries. Sword of lightning 
against sword of steel. Angel of God against 
the military. The body in the crypt begins 
to move in its shroud of fine linen, and slides 
down upon the pavement, moves through 
the portico, appears in the doorway, comes 
up the marble steps. Christ, having left His 
mortuary attire behind Him, comes forth in 
the garb of a workman, as I take it, from 
the fact that the women mistook Him for the 
gardener, 

There and then was shattered the tomb so 
that it can never be rebuilt All the trowels 
otearthly masonry cannot mend it. For- 
ever and forever it isabrokentomb. Death 
that day, taking the side of n military, re- 
ceived a horrible cut under the angel's spear 
of fame, and must himself go down at the 
Jast—the King of Terrors disappearing be- 
fore the King of Grace, ''The Lord is risen.” 
Hosanna! Hosanna! 

© weep no more, your comfort’s slain,

Westminster 
Auboey and monumental Greenwood are to a 
cortain extent the world’s by 
mortuary honors to atone for neglect to the 
living, Poet's Corner in Westminster Abbey 
an attempt to pay for the sufferings of Grab 
street I go into that Poets’ Corner of 
Westminster Abbey and there I find the 
grave of Handel, the musician from whose 
music hear to-day, as it goes down 
reverborating through the ages. While I 
stand at the costly tomb of Handel I can 
not forget the fact that his fellow-muaicians 
tried to destroy him with their discords, I 
go a little further in the Poets’ Cornor of 
Westminster Abbey and I find the grave of 
Jobn Dryden, thé great poot 
ment, great mortuary honors, but I cannot 
forgot the fact that at seventy years of ago 
he wrote about the oppressions of misfortune, 
and that he made a contract for a thousand 
verses. at sixponcen ling. Igo « little fur- 
ther on in the Poets’ Corner and I find the 


gravo of Samuel! Butler, the author of '‘Hudi- 
oras,” ‘Wonderrmul monument, cody morv- 


ary honors. Where did he die? In a garret 
I move further on in the Poots’ Corner and 
I find tho grave of a poet of whom Waller 
An old school master by the name 
of John Milton has written a tedious volume 
on the fall of man. If its length be no 
virtue, it has none.” I go a little further 
on in the Poets’ Corner and I find the 
grave of Sheridan. Alas! for Sheridan. 
Poor Sheridan! Magnificent mortuary 
honors: Whata pity it was he could not 
have discounted that monument for a 
mouthful of something to eat! O, unfillal 
children, give your old parents. leas tomb- 
stone and more blankets, lee: funeral and 
more bedroom, Five per cent, of the 
Money Dow expended at Burns’: banquets 
would baye made tho great, Scotch poet 
comfortable and kept him from being almost 
barried to death by the drudgery of an ex- 
ciseman. 

Do justice to the living, All tho justice 
you do you will have to do this side the gates 
of the necropolis. ‘The dead cannot wake up 
to count the number of Carriages in the pro- 
cession, or see the polish on the’ Aberdeen 
granite, or to read the words of epitaphal 
commemoration. Costly mausoleum of the 
gentleman in the suburbs of Jerusalem can- 
not atone Bethlehem’s manger and Calvarean 
cross and Pilate’s ruffian judiciary. i 

Again! Standing in this place where the 
Lord lay, Iam impressed with the fact that 
floral and sculptural ornamentations are 
appropriate for the places of the dead. We 
are glad that in the short time of the 
Saviour’sinhumation he lay amid flowers 
and sculpture. [ cannot quite understand 
what I see in the newspapers where, amid 
the announcements of obsequies, the friends 
request ‘send no flowers.” Why, there is no 
place so appropriate for flowers as the 
casket of the departed. If your means 
allow—I repeat, if your means allow 
—let there be flowers on the casket, 
flowers on the hearse, flowers on the 
grave. Put them on the brow; it means 
coronation. Put them in the hand; it means 
victory. Christ was buried in a parterre. 
Christ was buried in a garden. Flowers are 
types of resurrection. Death is sad enough 
anyhow. Let conservatory and arboretum 
do all they can in the way of alleviation. 
Your little girl loved flowers while she was 
alive, Put thom in her hands, now that she 
cannot go forth and pluck flowers for her- 
self. On sunshiny days twist a garland for 
her still heart, 

Standing in this place’ where the Lord 
lay, I am also impressed with the dignity 
of unpretending obsequies. Joseph that 
day was mourner, sexton, liveryman—had 
the entirecharge of all the occasion. Four 
people only at the burial of the King of 
the Universe. Let this be consolatory to 
those who, through small means or lack of 
large acquaintances, have but little demon- 
stration of grief at the grave of their dead. 
It is not necessary. Long line of glitter- 
ing eqnipages, two rows of silver handles, 
casket of costly wood, pall-bearers scarfed 
and gloved are not necessary. Christ looks 
out from heaven ata burial where there 
are six in attendance and remembers there 
are two more than he had at his obsequies. 
Not recognizing this idea, how many small 
properties are scattered in the funeral rites, 
and widowhood and orphanage yo out to the 
cold charity of the world. The departed 
left enough property to have kept the family 
together until they could take care of them- 
selves, but it is all absorbed in the funeral 
rites. That went for crape which ought to 
have gone forbread.

Sentence Deferred Until Monday Next, 

Berjamin Bell, who on Monday last wos 
arrested on the charge of breaking into o 
store room in the Anglo American Hotel 
and atealing some 700 cigars, two coats and 
other emall articles, belonging to Mr, D. 
Coyle, and also a largo valise, the property 
of a traveller named Hamill, was yesterday 
afternoon tried before Judge Lazier in in- 
terim sessions. Mr, Geo, E. Henderson, 
Q.0,, County Attorney, prosecuted, the 
prisoner defending himself,’ 1t was proved 
conclusively that the articles found In posa- 
ession of the prisoner belonged to Mr.

terest. Tho onumorators and thelr supor- 
iors, who will forward their information to 
Ottawa, aro all sworn to secrecy. A feol 
ling is prevalent in localities that 
the oconaus has somothing to do 
with tho levying of taxes, © This is 
on error, sa ib will in no wise interefere 
with taxation, ‘Tho information that is 
Kiven, 46 above stated, is farnishod under 
aecréoy, and tho only portons aware of the 
facta aro the onumerators and Goyornment 
atatistioal dflicors: “Municipal or other tax 
oflicers aro not allowed to use the census 
retoros. The work, itis expected, will 
take about three weeks, tho large number 
of questions requiring considerable labor, 
The result of the consus will be awaited 
with intorost, as every Canadian must wish

more thsn if a new lot were appointed, 1 
am sure, 

These offices at still mach reduced salaries 
would be nice perquisites to lots of our citi- 
zons and thoservice not one bit less effective. 

**Obsorver”’ suggests loss oxpenditure in 
other branches of the service. Well, take 
the Public Works service—if his wish were 
carried out, and #ay nothing expended this 
season at all—this means say $5,000. Would 
it not be reducing the wages of the laborers 
who get work in that branch? And yet this 
may not be, apparently Is not, wrong in the 
eyes of ‘Observer’; but It is sacrilege when 
you touch an oflicialin the higher walks of 
life. There is no just reason why the offi- 
cials of the city should not feel the pinch 
of hard times, as well as others ; moreover, 
the offices (leaving out of the case the gen- 
tlemen who fill them) are not worth the sal- 
aries sot apart for them; quite as good work, 
as I have said before, can be got for 60 per 
cenb. less. The city would soon get into a 
worse shape if *‘Observer” had tho sole con- 
trol, when he thinks ‘*$800 a paltry saving” 
—but the reduction ought to have been dou-

They looked 
upon itas a duty, therefore, to keep the 
tabernacle of the soul intact, and 
hold sacred ‘the resting place of the 
dead. In some countries corpses were ex- 
posed to the air a certain period and became 
mummies by the operation of natural causes. 
Peculiar conditions of the soil and atmosphere 
rapidly dried the animal tissues and prevent- 
ed putrefaction. A large number of mum- 
mies wese found in the environs of Durango, 
Mexico, They were in a sitting posture, but 
had the samv kind of wrappings, bands and 
ornaments as the Egyptian. 

The modern system of embalming follows 
the general plan of that of the ancients, con- 
sisting of filling the place of the intestines with 
odoriferous and desiccative drugs and spices, 
but itis not expected that bodies treated now- 
alays willdefy the ravages of time as long as 
the mummies of Egypt. Thoroughness was a 
pronounced characteristic of the Egyptians, 
They embalmed as thoy built—for all time. 
The thousands of small bandages which en- 
closed the body formed part of their system, 
and the whole treatment must have taken a 
great deal more time than our undertakers 
are allowed to prepare a corpse for” burial. 

Always foremost in grim and fantastic 
notions, the French are engaged in discuss- 
ing a new method of preserving the dead 
which has many marked advantages over 
that of the Egyptians. Our museums have 
familiarized us with mummies. They are 
shrivelled, unsightly. cadavers, and emit a 
sickly, nasty odor, The American clime 
seems to. haye a bad effect upon them, for 
mummies that have braved the worms of 
Egypt for thousands of years have crumbled 
into dust upon the removal of their wraps 
in the United States. All the disagreeable 
features of the old-time mummy are avoided 
by the French plan. 

No wraps or desiccating drugs are needed: 
there is no danger of the preseryed body 
dropping to pieces in any climate. On the 
contrary, the French neimmy may be made 
ornamental, if not useful, and threatens to 
cause a revolution in the art of sculpture, It 
will be neither more nor less than electro- 
plated corpse coated with gold, silver, nickel 
or brass, according to the taste and fortune 
of the bereaved.

Dr. Variot, one of the foremost practition- 
ers inthe Paris hospitals, is the author of the 
system, whose result has been termed ‘Ian- 
thropoplastic galvanique.” His mode of pro- 
cedure is as follows: He places the body in a 
double frame, with four uprights fastened 
together, with square trays, and then covers 
the frame with a pneumatic bell. The body 
is preforated by a metallic wire, one end 
gqing through the roof of the skull, while 
the other rests in the tray at the feet.

Cho Prime Minister of Bulgaria is 
the one man who stands between Russia and 
the coveted control of the Principality, She 
and her agents have tried every means—con- 
Spiracy, lutrigue, diplomacy and intimida- 
ton—every means short of murder, to get 
rid of Lim, and have failed. Now sho has 
tried murder, and that too has failed, She 
has murdered the wrong man, 


It was known that something was about to 
happen Roumavia and Seryia, both under 
Russian influence, have of late been swarm- 
ing with Russian agents and Bulgarian ro- 
fugees in Russian pay. The notorious Ben- 
doreff was there, the man who for his ser- 
vices in betraying and kidnapping Prince 
Aloxander enjoys a Russian pension. Plots 
against Prince Ferdinand were known to be 
on foot, but what the plots were nobody had 
found out. What Europe saw was that at 
any price short of war and by any means, 
no matter how base, the Emperor of Russia 
was resolved to crush the independence of 
Bulgaria. Anarchy is his favorite mothod. 
To create, by artificial moans, a condition of 
anarchy which might serve him as a pretext 
for interfering in the interest of order; to 
kill M. Stambuloff; to create a panic in the 
country; to establish disorder, and then to 
intervene to depose Prince Ferdinand and to 
put some Russian tool on his throne—that 
seemed an extremely promising program. It 
might all have been carried out in due 
sequence but for the fact that the assassins, 
in the darkness of last Friday evening, mis- 
took their map. The Russian liberator has 
had, therefore, to postpone his appearance 
on the scene tosome moro convenient sea- 
son. Bendereff, meantime, may concoct 
some fresh plot, Europe, by her leading 
papers, rightly holds the Czar responsible 
for him and his acts, buta Czar ds not ox- 
pected to take account of public opinion. 

Soria, April 4—Prince Ferdinand and 
his mother, Princess Clementine, have re- 
ceived lotters threatening them with death if 
they do not leave the country. M. Greascoft 
has also been threatened with assassination if 
he does not resign his position as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Evidence has been received indicating that 
these threatening missives emanated from an 
oflicial connected with the Russian embassy 
in this city. Diplomatic action has been 
taken in the matter, pending the result of 
which the suspected official is being held as.a 
prisoner at the Embassy.

It is unsettled whether or nob the Ameri- yar} : ites 

can and Chinese species of ginseng are = el eer eat et 
identical. It is, at least, certain that while 
the former is only agreeable in taste, and 
perhaps useful as a mild stomachic, the 
latter enjoys in its native country the repu- 
tation of a panacea. Tho affections for the 
cure of which it is most esteemed are such 
as are usually treated by aromatic stimu- 
lants, Including dyspepsia, vomiting, and 
nervous disorders. A good many farmers 
cultivate the plant in different parts of the 
American Union, and large profits are made 
from a good crop that is properly harvested. 
Besides, a great quantity is gathered in a 
wild state and the land is protected by the 
land owners. The great bulk of it ts ex- 
ported to China, as very little of it is used 
in the pharmacopoela in this country—as It 
is considered a superfluous member — whilst 
in China with its immense population, large 
quantities of both the native and tho im- 
ported fs used. It would be advisable that 
farmers in Ontarlo should become better 
acquainted with the plant, and If not in- 
clined to cultivate it as a crop, to at least 
prevent the total extermination of the plant, 
aa it fs an important article of commerce. — 
Fre Press.

Tho prevailing state soclalism is filling 
tho larger towns with good things—oxcel- 
lont musoume, splendid librarios, fro read- 
ing-roome, parks, botanical gardens, mani- 
fold places of interest and amusement, 
Theo aro for the multitude, and the mal 
titude in Australia Is upquostionably be 
comivg southorn in tts taste for excitement 
and amusomont For the rich aro music 
the theatre and clubs, as oxpensive and al 
most as luxurious os those of Pall Mall or 
Piccadilly, For the childron of all, excel 
lent echools ond universitios, So rich and 
poor alike crowd into the towns, which 
become Jargo without becoming crow- 
ded, wide is. the room for oxpan- 
sion, 80 perfect the appliances of tram, 
reiland boat for the suburban resldence, 
Thus the cities have acquired not ouly an 
oxovss of population, but also w social and 
political dominance which is neithor Brit- 
ieh por Amerlcan, and for which only a 
continental parallel can be found. To an 
outalde observer tho resulting condition of 
things soems artificial and pot without 
grave dangers, but curtously interesting, as 
illustrating new forms of national growth, 
possibly incidental to extreme democratic 
development. The concentration of popu 
lation has enabled the artisan class to secure 
coequalled present advantages, but there is 
justiticationfortho view entertained by many 
Australians that it will sap the foundations 
of permanent prosperity unless a check can 
be found. The gravest problem before 
Australia !s, apparently, how to get a sofli- 
cient agricultural population to stay upon 
the land. The temper of the country Is 
not favorable to the patient industry of the 
farm, withits remote results and slow ac- 
cumulation. Within the last few years the 
curious phenomenon has occasionally pro- 
sented itself of a serious dearth of labor in 
country places, whilein the towns masses 
of unemployed besieging the Government 
offices with demands for rellef works. 
Sent, sometimes at the Government ex- 
pense, tothe raral districts, the ‘tunem- 
ployed” soon drift back to the mingled 
wants and delights of clty life.—Century.

If your impuloo is to visit Haworth, como 

in the summeronly. Thon thoro is at loast 
sunshine, Thon tleccy clouds straggle over 
and between the hills as if shadowy hoste 
marshalling behind the horizon, 
Here and thero eplatches of color lio against 
old walls and housefronts, The heathor 
blushes from tho undulant green of the 
moors, And one can then oasily imagine 
bita of Apulian pastoral sconery here in the 
shepherds and thoir flocks, like cameo re 
hefaon beds of dozzling emorald, witha 
perspective of billowy lines and misty 
clouds, and hore and there a savage kite or 
moor-buzzard, circling above the scene, 
fivrce and endless in ita havger for unwary 
heath-poults or grouse. 

But at avy othor time, your impressions, 
all the way from Keighly up the little val- 
ley of the Worth river, the stream being 
nowhere moro than a tiny **beck” or moor: 
land rill, will bo dismal onesindeed. This 
entire Yorkshire district, of which Brad- 
ford ia the trade metropolis, is given over 
to the manufacture of worsteds. To the 
right and left of the little branch of the 
Midland ratiway, which follows the stream 
up the valley past Haworth to Oxenhope, 
are clusters of deserted olden hend-loom 
mills ; rotten wiers ; grimy steam power 
mills with their huge, haif smoke-hidden 
chimneys ; decaying arches ; rows of fac- 
tory hand cottages with slatternly women 
at the door ; gnarled, stunted trees spring- 
ing meagerly from impoverished soil in 
shadowy gorge and glen ; and, in farthest 
reaches of prospect, beneath a leaden-col- 
ored sky, the grim outlinos of barren hills, 
the hollows betweon showing farther, dim- 
mer outlines of blonk, bare moors, suggest- 
ing the wastes of a mountain-wavod, meas- 
ureloss sea, : 

The tiny Haworth roilway station stands 
in the centre of the horse-show shaped va)- 
ley head to which you have come from the 
north. There could be a no more cheer- 
less sight than that presenting itself in 
every direction aa you alight from your 
railway carriage, ‘Tne station-master, the 
single human in sight, in a sparsely-cub, 
threadbare uniform, trots around shiver- 
ingly for a moment asif feeble, starved 
and cold; and then snaps himself up in 
his little den with o sharp click, as if in 
flght from the surrounding dreariness. 
Across the track where there has sometime 
beun a little patch of flowers a lonely, 
almost featherless, altogether bedraggled 
hen pecks at the dead stalks feebly, 
querulously. This is all of life there ta 
near the station Over to tho left, a long 
distance away on the level bed of the val- 
ley, are several huge mills. They are 
prisons in every sense. The black smoke 
rol!s sullenly from their stacks. But no 
human being is visible. Then there are a 
half score rows of workmen’s houses, little, 
mean, hard and cramped, huddled in grimy, 
denuded spaces, or set on the brae side in 
all manner of angles; as though they had 
set oub to run away from tho place, and,too 
feoble to escape, had stuck fast where they 
now stand. High above this modern Ha- 
worth, Browmore stretches away in inter- 
minable swells of savage, treeless hills. 
These circle aroucd to the south and west, 
and your eye follows them until it catches 
a steely-gray line of what at first secms 
ragged, jagged cubes of rock, cutting in 
diagonal transverse from the bottom to 
nearly the top of the bare escarpment of 
another bolder hillside, terminating in the 
lottier, drearler Haworth moor. This half 
defined, ragged line of gray is the ancient 
village of Haworth. 

Slipptog and sliding along the sinuous, 
clayey path, you reach the lower end of the 
long, climbing, winding, village street. 
Everything is of stone—the houses, tho gut- 
ters, the rain troughs, the gargoyle-spouts, 
and the cobbled way, like an open stone 
sewer cub along the hillside to carry off the 
seepy oozings of the moor mosses above. 
There is but the single atreet—Maln street, 
itis called. Dank, dark closes sometimes 
extend for a house length to the right and 
left. The yard-wide pavements aro series 
of stone stairs and platforms. Benoath the 
Jatter are shadowy shops and living rooms. 
All stand open ; but few inhabitants are to 
be seen, Thoso of whom glimpses can bo 
caught are little children, still too young 
to be ground in the miils, and bowed old 
crones of women already ground by the 
mills into voicelessness and shapelessness. 
Up, up, up, for a mile, you plod, and at 
last reach a tiny open space. The houses 
are act around it cloasly. Quaint shops and 
ancient inns crowd it at all sorts of curious 
angles. This is the head of the village, to- 
pographically, in habitations and aristoo- 
rhoy. Not forits attractiveness, but be- 
cause ib seems an outlet to somewhere, you 
pass into a little court behind the Black 
Bull Inn. It is a mezs of angles and 
wynds. Suddenly another tiny open space 
confronts you. Here are an old, oblong, 
two-storied stons houso, with a few yards 
of grass-plot ab its side; a little stone 
church, attached to, rather than blended 
with, a grim Norman tower; a grave-yard 
cluttered with crumbling stone ; the whole 
covering barely an acre of ground. These 
were Haworth parsonage, church and 
church-yard ; the earthly, and final, home 
of the Brontes ; and their living eyes ever 
rested on Haworth moor, which rises im- 
mediately above the church yard like a wall 
of rounded stone, 

Here, within the villago nest of. the 
moorside eorle, one may fittingly pause and 
recall the history of tho Brontes as a fam- 
ily. The father, the Rey. Patrick Bronte, 
was ason of acounty Down, Ireland, far 
mer, Whose real name was Prunty. He 
was born Patrickmas day,1777, his name 
being changed to Bronte at the suggestion 
of his benefactor, the Rev. Mr. Tighe, 
rector of Drumgooland pyrish, in Down 
Fine in physique,handsome and ambitious, 
ho forsworo pleasant life, and, much after 
tho manner of the **Poor Scholar” in 
Oarleton’s pathetic tale, gained enough 
learning abv sixteen to teach a small 
private school ; becamo a tutor; 
enterod St. John’s College, Oambridge, 
inl802; obtained his B. A, degree 
four years later ; was ordained toa ouracy; 
and we find him, his marriage 
in 1812, to Maria Branwoll, a sweet and 
gentle Cornish maiden of Ponzance, the 
incumbent of the church at 
Hartshead, a little village near Hudders 
field, about 20 miles across the moors, to 
the southeast of Haworth Thoy were five 
years ob Hortohoad, Thon Mr. Bronto wan

Further Risings Reported 

CaLourra, April 6.—If present indica- 
tions turn out to be correct, thore is very 
troudle brewing In India for the 
British forces, Emboldened by the success 
of the Manipurs, who recently crushed the 
Goorkba escort accompanying Chiof Com 
missioner James W. Quinton in his efforts 
to sottle the disputes which bavo occurred 
among the rival chioftains of Assam, the 
Miranzi in the Kohat territory, a district of 
the Peshawur division of the Punjab, bave 
risen inarms and are attacking the British 
troops along the whole length of their lines 
It isalso known thatthe Miranzi attack is 
pushed vigorously and that strong reinforce- 
ments have beon hurriedly despatched to the 
frontier, Full details as to this now uprising 
are withbeld by the authorities bere. 

In addition to this news, telegrams from 
Rangoon announce that the Haku-Chins laid 
in ambush in a favorable location awaiting 
the passage of a small British column on its 
way from one military post to apother, 
When the British force was well inside the 
trap the Haku-Chins suddenly opened fire on 
the soldiers, instantly killing Lieut, Forbes 
and five men and severely wounding I1 
others, This column, however, returned the 
enemy’s fire with such effect that the British 
force was enabled to retreat from the dan- 
gerous position and thus probably escaped 
annihilation. 

Sharp fighting with the rebellious natives 
continues, The Miranzi rising is extending. 
Yesterday the 29th Regiment lost nine men 
killed and four wounded.

KEW AND KENSINGTON. 


Close Vote On a Motion in the Commons 
to Reduce Appropriations for 
Repairing the Palaces. 


Lonpon, April 6,—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Henry Labouchere moved a roe- 
duction of the item of £10,000 for the main- 
tenance and repair of Kensington Palace, on 
the ground that the palace was utterly use- 
less and that the country would be the better 
without that edifice. _ Labouchera also 
moved to strike out the item appro- 
priating £425 for the maintenance and repair 
of Kew Palace, saying that palace was also 
useless and nobody knew where Kew Palace 
Was or who lived there, 

Sir George Otto Trevelyan opposed the 
motion, saying both Kensington Palace and 
Kew Palace were historical monuments in 
which considerable interest was centred, 

After further discussion’ Labouchero’s 
motions were rejected 70 to 51. 

Samuel Danks Waddy (Gladstonian) then 
moved to reduce the item appropriating 
money for the maintenance and repair of 
Bushey Housé, which, be said, was occupied 
by the Duke of Nemoura, a wealthy man. 
Mr. Waddy claimed it was'a monstrous 
state of affairs which permitted the Duke of 
Nemoura to occupy Bushey House at tho ex- 
pense of the English people. The motion 
was rejected 85 to 55, 


IS PARNELL MARRIED? 
Lonpon, April 6.—A sensation was caused 
in the lobby of the Houses of Commons this 
eyening by a rumor that Mr, Parnell has 
been privately married since the O’Shea 
divorce proceedings. According to’ this 
ramor the lady whom Mr, Parnell married 
isnot Mrs. O'Shea. Several Parnellites in 
the House of Commons were interviewed on 
the subject to-night, but they refused to say 
more than that the “mystery” of their lead- 
er’s inner life which has often been referred 
to recently as certain to clear Mr, Parnell’s 

character will shortly be explainod.

Panis, April 6,—The Miners’ Congress 
has beeu the screaming joke of the city 
for the past week, Each sitting hus 
ended in a disturbance that culminated yes- 
teriay in a free fight.

On Monday the census. otticers began, 
says the Montreal Gazette, the work of 
numbering the people, Tho task Is a diffi- 
cult one to perform correctly, and is some- 
times made unnecessarily so by an indis- 
position on the part of persons who do not 
fully comprehend its meaning and import- 
ance to answer the questions the law puts 
tothem. There fs no justification for this 
feeling. The information is nob sought as 
it affects individuals, but as ib applies to 
the whole community. * * Any person 
who refuses to answer the official questions, 
or who wilfully answers falsely, may be 
taken before a justice of the peace and be 
fined from $5 to $20, according to the 
gravity of the offence, It will not pay to re- 
fuse Information under auch circumstances, 

The present is the third census of the Do- 
minio as ft is to-day, and the seventh of 
Canada as it existed prior to Confederation, 
the first having been taken in 1831. Before 
that year enumerations of the people were 
made at various {ntervals. 

1608. This year was the beginning of the 
enumeration of the people, when twenty- 
eight white people spent the winter In 
Quebec and laid the foundation of perma- 
nent settlement. 1605. Port Royal, in the 
division now called Nova Scotia, was found. 
ed,but the population is not known. 1620. 
The white population of New France had 
gtown to 60 persons. 1629. Io the winter 
of this year, when the English held the 
city of Quebec, there were 117 Europeans 
{n the oonntry. 1667, Montreal was 
’ founded’and Now France boasted of 3,918 
white inhabitants. 1672. The population 
had Increased to 6,705. 1692. To 12,431, 
1698, to 18,355. 1713. By the Treaty of 
Utrecht, Hudson's Bay and adjacent terri- 
tory, Newfoundland and Acadia were ceded 
to England, and British settloment began 
in the latter two. 1720. There were 24,- 
434 white inhabitants in New France. 
1739. There 42,701. 1760. The date of the 
capitulation to Great Britain there were 
70,000. 

1749, ‘The city of Halifax was founded 
by Lord Halifax, 2544 Eoglish immigrants 
being brought out by Lord Cornwallis, the 
first governor of Nova Scotia, 1762, The 
population {n Halifax had grown to 8,104. 

1878. The population of Osnada was 

113,012, and of Nova Scotia, 32,000. 
These figures, however, took no account 
of a number of United Empire Loyalists, 
who had settled in Upper Canada, nor of 
about 11,000 French Acadians residing in 
Nova Sootla. In this year, New Bruns- 
wick was sepirated from the latter pro- 
vinoe, and ercoted into a distinot colony, 
with @ population of 11,457. From this 
time out the influx of Loyallets from the 
United States assumed greater proportions, 
and in a few yoars, is is estimated, fully 
40,000 persons came into Oanada, giving 
up many of them comforts and even luxury 
{n their former homes in the revolted col- 
onies, that they might live under the Brit- 
{sh fisg ond under British institutions, 
and now, led by the Globe under annexa- 
tlonist Farrer’s teachings, renegades of this 
noble old stock are to be found willing to 
sell thelr country to those who drove theit 
forefathers from their homes. Among the 
leaders of the degenerate is to be found 
such men as Cartwright.

Wpon Mr, Waters’ motion for the second 
reading of the bill to amend the Ditches and 
Watercourses Act Mr, Mowat said that a 
commission would be issued during recess to 
investigate the whole question of municipal 
drainage, In the meantime he bad drafted a 
bili to simplify the assessment of costs under 
an arbitration. Mr, Watera’ bill accordingly 
was dropped, 

Among the bills introduced was one by 
G. B. Smith to amend the Insolvency Act in 
order to prevent a person about to become 
insolvent from making over property to any- 
one to the disadvantage of creditors. 

Mr. Meredith introduced a bill to amend 
the Judicature Act by providing thatin the 
case of anyone suing for compensation for 
injuries the judgo or refereo may order that 
the claimant shall submit to examination by 
medical or other experts, 

Mr. Davis’ bill “respecting the use of velo- 
cipedes on public highways,” which was 
printed yesterday, is not so formidable as 
the bicyclists had feared. Tho first clause 
provides that in case any difficulty shall 
arisefrom any psrson using bicycles, etc., 
on any highway in passing any vehicle or 
mounted horseman, ‘it shall be the duty of 
such person to stop and in every reasonable 
way toassist such mounted horseman or tho 
person in charge of such vehicle to pass him 
and proceed in safety." The second clause 
provides that bicycles, etc., running after 
dark over ary highway shall carry a bright 
red light in a conspicuous place, 


What the New Shipping Act Will Require 
of Exporters, 

Orrawa, April 6,—The Marine Depart- 
ment has made publics draft of the Live 
Stock Shipping Act, which will be intro- 
duced at this session, The governor-in- 
council may appoint inspectors, who shall 
issue clearances certifying the number of 
cattly actually on board, and that such ship 
is seawcrtby, and that all arrangements are 
satisfactory to ensure the safety of such live 
stock for the voyage, 

The master of any ship which proceeds to 
sea, orattempts to proceed to sen, witha 
greater number of live stock on board than 
is allowed by hor certificate for the intended 
voyage sball incur a penalty of one thousand 
dollars, and such ship shall be liable for the 
same, and will be liable for seizure. 


American Cattle in Glasgow, 

MONTREAL, April 6.—There was conster- 
nation among cattle exporters this morning 
upon learning that cattle were selling a cent 
a pound dearer in Chicago than in Glasgow 
to-lay.

held, and he has therefore been discharged.

I was afraid that at firat you would not feel 
very comfortable among strangers; persons who 
have lived most of their lives in a quiet little 
place jike Haworth tind a vast difference whea 
they go to a freeh neighborhood, and enter the 
the society of strangers. If you feel troutled 
about apy hic you will not forgot who is your 
best help aod guide io every ifficulty, and, 
separated as you are for a little while from your 
earthly friends, you will humbly and faithtully 
eotreat the protection of ycur Friend and Father 
who is in heaven, 

There is also in the collection @ spotted 
print dress worn by the novelist; her 
shawl and brooch, anda lock of her hair 
given by her husband, Mr. Nicholls, to 
Martha Brown. Several old Reviews con- 
taining notices of the Bronte family and 
their work, which were in her possession 
are here. One, the Quarterly Heview for 
December, 1849, hurt her deeply. Its re 
view of ‘Jane Eyro” referato the author 
as having “horrid taste." Two of the 
mest interesting articles to be seen are a 
water color sketch by the novelist’s own 
haad representing her favorite dog, 
**Floss," chasing a grouse over a reach of 
drear moorland, snd a priceless autograph 
copy of ** Jane Eyre,,’ the latter another 
gift to the beloved nurse, Martha Brown. 
A basketwork doll’s cradle, belonging to 
Charlotte, is here—all but the rockers 
Those have been chipped off and given as 
mementos to pilgrims from our own coun- 
try. There are alao a small wooden trin- 
ket-box containing cloak and shoe buckles, 
with one or two pieces of ribbon from the 
novelist’s bonnet; several alabaster vases 
from her room ; and asilk patchwork coun- 
terpane, one among countless proofs of the 
dogged patience and unconquerable pluck 
of the half-blind authoress. But a single 
article remains as a reminder of the sad 
career and miserable ending of Patrick 
Branwell Bronte, the brilliant.and unfor- 
tunate brother. The oldest character that 
perhaps ever lived in Haworth was ‘old 
Bill Brown,” the crabbed Haworth sexton 
of the Brontes’ time He was almost im 
mortalized by the Haworth pvoet, Hardaker, 
whose last atanza upon him runs in this 
wise : 

But think ye, old case hardened blade, 
Knight of the mattock and the spade, 
Some lustier brotrer of the trade, 
Perhaps, ere long, 
Moy lig you where you've thousands laid, 
Nor think tt wrong /— 
and the capital oil painting of this canny 
old character, who reminds one forcibly of 
the old wretch who atill officiates at **Scotch 
marriages,’ at Gretna Green, was the work 
of this milsdirected and self.destroying 
genius. c

The Premiers Term of Service. 

The Ottawa Citizen gives some interest- 
ing statistics connected with the official 
carcor of the Prime Minister, It appears 
that Sir John Macdonald has beon Premier, 
either in the capacity of Attorney-General 
or Premier for Upper Canada, or as first 
minister of the whole Dominion, tor 29 
yoars, 8 months and (counting to-day) 9 
days, Tho detatls of the perlods when he 
wielded power as follows : 

From 11 September, 1854, to 20th July, 
1858, In the Tache-Macdonald and 
Macdonald-Cartier administrations ; 
defeated on seat of Government ques 
tion ; 3 yeare, 10 months, 14 days, 

From 6th Aogusb, 1858, to 23rd May, 1862, 
in the Oartier-Macdonald administra- 
tion ; defeated on militia bill ; 8 years, 
9 months, 17 daye. 

From 30th March, 1864, to 30ch June, 
1867, in Tache-Macdonald and Belleau- 
Macdonald administrations ; 8 years, 3 
months. 

From lst July, 1867, to 5th November, 
1873, in the firat Conservative admin- 
istration after Confederation ; resigned 
on account of Paolfic railway charges ; 
6 years, 4 months, 5 days, 

From 17th October, 1878, in second Con- 
servative administration ; and still re- 
mains Premier. Time, to 26th March, 
12 years, 5 months, 9 days. 

This does not cover the whole period of 
Sir John’s parliamentary, or official service, 
for he entered the Canadian Legislative As- 
sembly in 1844, forty seven years ago, and 
took office first in 1847, forty-four years 
rgo. Such a career caused the London 
Times to declare the other day :—‘'This 
would be anywhere a most remarkable 
political record, but it is especially striking 
in a new anda dexocratic country.”

“This precious production, designed to 
deceive foreigners as to the true condition 
of affairs, to bring our Government Into 
contempt, and deliberately stigmatising 
the Canadian polloy as jug handled, and 
therefore, to be rejected—is supplemented 
by this communication from Mr. Fielding : 

‘*My opinion is that nothing practical 
will be done, and that the people will 
speedily awake to tho fact that they have 
been sadly humbugged by Sir John on that 
question, There !s an almost universal de- 
sire in the Maritime Provinces for freer 
trade relations with the States, Oonserva- 
tives who woro most anxious for reciprocity 
persuaded themselves that Sir John’s reci- 
procity proposals amounted to something. 
They will speedily discover their mistake. 
It should have been plain to all that an of- 
for of reciprocity, admittedly less favorable 
to the Americans than the old treaty, will 
not be seriously entertained at Washington. 
Sir John may go through the form of in- 
viting negotiations on that subject, but no 
such reciprocity scheme can amount to 
anything. ‘Some thoughtless persons seem 
to imagine that a reciprocity scheme can 
be arranged in which Canada will have all 
the advantages. The cake is to be divided 
by giving us the plums and Uncle Sam the 
dough. We need nob expect to make a 
bargain like that. If we are to get recipro- 
city at all we must offer the Americans 
something in return for it. Sir Jobn has 
himself declared that we can never get a 
reciprocity of the limited kind talked about 
in the recent election campaign. The Lib- 
erals, fully recognizing the fact, have re- 
fused to waste'further time in seeking that 
kind of reciprocity, and haye declared their 
readiness to accepts niuch larger measure, 
which they believe the Americans will be 
willing to grant, and which they are: satis- 
fied would be beneficial to both sides. 
When tho people see more clearly than they 
did on the 5ch of March that all the talk of 
limited reciprocity is a waste of words they 
will see more clearly the wiedom of the 
Liberal policy, which is the largest possible 
measure of free trade with the States that 
is consistent with the maintenance of our 
own institutions,” 

The £mpire, in the course of some ecath- 
ing remarks on the correspondence, con- 
cludes as follows: ‘*Who will say that this 
is not treason to the country, which no pol 
itical necessities can palliate? Who will 
say itis not the work of despicable wretches 
without principle or coneclence? Whether 
they are paid for It, like the contemptible 
creature who writes the opinions of the 
party organ, or whether it is due to the 
spleen and disappointment of defeated pol- 
iticians like the Oartwrights and the Charl- 
tons, it is equally disgraceful. And unless 
wo very greatly mistake the sentiments of 
Canadians, honest Liberals as well as Con- 
servatives, they are in favor not of hamper- 
ing our commissioners, not of throwing 
obstacles in their path at this juncture for 
the edification of foreigners, not of stirring 
up dangerous political moyc ments at Wash- 
ington, not of exciting expectations there 
of fature Oanadlan action, which can never 
be realized and should nob be encouraged, 
but of leaving them alone to do what they 
can to find satisfactory and advantageous 
solatlon to the great question at issue. 
This is the course which has the support of 
all honorable politicians, and it is gratifying 
to know that while conscienceless wretches 
like the Farrers and their kind, who have 
been proved guilty of the vilest treason, re- 
main in charge of the Opposition machine, 
thelr presence there “has its compensating 
advantage, that the tactics to which they are 
resor*ing drive reputable men and patriotic 
Canadians away from @ faction plainly lost 
to all honor and self-respect.”

NEWFOUNDLAND TRADE. 


What tho Treaty Between the Colony and 
the United States Contemplated—Re- 
ciprocity in Various Products, 


WASHINGTON, April &8—The full text of 
the treaty between the United States and 
Newfoundland for the improyament of com- 
mercial relations, which was all ready for sig- 
natore aud ratification when the suspension of 
negotiations was ordered from Great Britain 
owing to the protest’ of Canada, is made 
public. It gives American fishing vessels 
the same privileges of purchasing bait, trad- 
ing and proouriog supplies as are enjoyed by 
Newfoundiaud vessels, and allows’ the pro- 
ducts of Newfoundland fisheries, with the 
barrels, boxes and caus, etc., in which they 
are carried, to be admitted into the United 
States free of duty: “Green” ” codfish, 
however, is not included in these products, 
Under this treaty the duties levied upon the 
following merchandise imported into New- 
foundland from the United States shall not 
exceed the following amounts, viz.; Flour, 
25c. per bbL; pork, Is¢o per Ibi; bacon 
and hams, tongues, smoked beef and 
bausages, 2}{c, wer lb. or $2.50 per 112 Ibs. ; 
beef, pig’s beads, hocks and feet, salted and 
ctired, 3¢¢, per lo. ; Indian mbal, 25c. per bbl. 
peas, 30c, per bbl.; oatmeal, 30c. per bbl of 
200 lbs. ; bran, Indian corn and rice, 124) p.c. 
ad valorem; salt in bulk, 20c, per ton of 2240 
lbs. ; kerosene, 6c. por gallon. 

Newfoundland isto admit the following 
articles imported fromthe United States 
free of duty: Agricultural implements and 
machinery imported by agricultural socie 
ties for the promotion of agriculture; crush- 
ing mills for, mining purposes; raw cotton, 
corn for the manufacture of brooms, gas 


engines protected by patent, plows 
and harrows, reaping, raking, plowing, 
potato-digging and seed-sowing machines 
to be used in the colony, printing presses and 


printing types, The treaty provides that it 
Newfoundland reduces the rates of duty 
upon the articlés named above as dutiable 
the reduttion shall apply to the United

Synopels of the Now Sohool Bills 

Turspay, April 7 

How. Mr. Roos, in moving the 
reading of the bill to consolidate and revise 
the High sehool Jaw, sald that for olx yoars 
bo had reaistod all attompts ot matorlal 
changes in the High school Taw, belioving 
thabpormanucy wasdoatrablo, ‘Tho tino had 
now arrived when certain « hanges might be 
desirable and might be

solidation of the vartous Acts, and he © 
plained thom brit tly. 
By the fourth clause it wae pre 
a Union Board could bo dissolved by the 
vote of two-thirds of tho High school rep 
rosontatives. By acction olght the organ 
ization of High schools was rostricted to 
muntolpalitios of nod lesa than 1,000 fohab 
Itante. It was proposed that High ax hoola 
should have a departmont for a atudy of 
commorolal subjects. Anotber proposition 
was that municipalitios which did nob con 
tribute to the High school of tho district in 
which it {s situate shall not bo reprosontod 
on the board, Ifa High school refuse to 
recelyo country pupils, and thereby aurron 
dor its right to county ald, the County 
Council would not be represented, He had 
also provided that there should be ono 
roprosontativo of the Pablic School Board 
on tho High School Board, Somo yoars 
ago tho Separato schoola woro given 
a reprosentative, and ib was how 
intended to restore tbe equillbrium. 
Another amendment was that no mombor 
of the municipal council could be a momber 
of the Public School Board. It was also 
intended to enact that representatives on 
the High School Board should be appoint- 
edat the end ofthe yoar instead of the begin 
ning. Thoroason for this was thatitwascom 
plained that the appointments mado aftor 
election were sometimes dono as a solace 
to defeated candidates. By section 2° ib is 
provided that the samo facilities as Public 
School Boards porsessed to alienate pro 
yerty should be onjoyed by High School 
cards, Section 30 maintained the old 
practice thab county councils should 
give to High schools an oquivalent to the 
Government graut, bub provided that 
where the cost of maintenance Is in excess 
of that the county should pay a propor- 
tionate share based on the attendance of 
county pupils, twas proposed to allow 
the county to shift part of its cost to the 
pupils by collecting a feo not exceeding $10 
erannum. Last year $70,000 or $4 per 
Bead was collected in fees from High 
Schools. By section 38 an endeavor was 
made to clearly state the obligation of dis- 
tricts as to the maintenance of High 
Schools. In the issue of debentures it 
was proposed to enact that the munici- 
pality in which the school Is situate shall 
raise the money and have power to collect 
the share from the other municipalitics in 
terested. Priorto 1879 the boards had only to 
Issue thelr fiat aud the municipalities muad 
pay them the money demanded for High 
schools. In that year it was enacted that 
a two-thirds vote could override the request. 
It was now proposed to allow the Council, 
by a majority vote, to refase the request 
where it was for permanent improvements 
and to extend the length of time allowed 
for debentures from twenty to thirty years. 
In the case of expenditure for maintenance 
the board must provide the sum required, 
and they have the right to lovy fees on non- 
resident pupils. To make the entrance ex- 
amination more uniform and Jess cumbrous, 
it was proposed that instead of examining 
boards for each school thero should bea local 
board for each county, the expense of which 
might be met by a fee of $1 from each can- 
didate. It was also enacted that the cx- 
aminationa might be held at various points 
throughout the county. The holidays ab 
Easter, which are now simply Good Friday 
and Easter Monday, are to be extended in- 
to a week, and to compensate for that, the 
High school term will commence on Jan- 
uary Srd instead of January 7th. It was 
also proposed that the summer vacation 
should commence on June 30th instead of 
the first Friday in July. These were the 
principal amendments. He hoped the 
House would feel he had made no wanton 
changes,and ho believed that fortha next five 
years no further changes would be neceas- 
ary. ‘Such suggestions as might be offered 
he would be quite willing to consider. 

Mr, Wood (Hastings) said that, though 
many changes in the High school law had 
been proposed, there were other changes of 
4 necessary character which had apparently 
been Overlooked. One particular feature 
of the High school law had created a good 
deal of discussion throughout the country, 
viz., with reference to the appointment of 
trustees. There was a feeling, and a well 
founded one, that the trustee boards, as at 
present constituted, were not in touch with 
the people. They were all appointed, and 
the practice was that they were hardly ever 
changed. lo looked like a vote of want of 
confidence for the council to turn out one 
man and putin another. If the trustees 
were elected, these things would be differ- 
ent, Ib might be said that the councils 
represented the people, but the dislike they 
evinced to making any change had to be 
considered. Another polnt was tho fees 
charged for the attendance of pupils, Some 
of the schools threw off the fecs altogether, 
with the object of inducing pupils to attend 
that school. This worked to the extreme 
detriment of other schools. A uniform feo 
should be mado compulsory, and leb the 
schools depend upon the other advantages 
they could offer for their drawing powers. 
He commended the proposed change regard- 
ing the entrance examinations. 

The bill was read a second time, after 
some oriticisamby Mr, Meredith. 

_ Hon, Mr. Ross moved ‘tho second read 
ing of his bill to amend and consolidate the 
Public school laws and in doing so ex- 
plained the reason for separating the High 
and Public school boards. Asa result of 
the combination one or other of the schools 
was otarved ; the High school got too much 
and the Public school too little or vice 
versa. Jn short, tholrinterests were not 
identical. Then hodefended the appoinb- 
ment of High school trustees by municipal 
councils, stating that he was somewhat of 
a Conservative in this matter. Many good 
men who would not run the gauntlet of an 
election. Sub section 3 of section 9 was 
proposed to be amended so as to change the 
kindergarten age from 8 to 4, experience 
having shown that a child of 3 was too 
young for school. The kindergarten ago 
ends at 6. Sub-section 3 of section 33 pro: 
vided that the secretary-treasurer of a 
school board might be allowed to recolve 
some compensation for certain services ren- 
dered to boards of trustecs. As the jaw 
now was a momber forfeited his seat by ac- 
cepting pay for any servico he might per- 
form. Sub section 2 of section 40 provided 
that at the requeat of the annual meeting 
the trustees would be required to koop the 
schoolhouse insured. Sub-section 6 of sec 
tion 40 made it obligatory on the trustees 
to properly equip the school with maps, 
globes, etc. Section 82 was designed to im- 
press upon school trustecs and 
municipal authorities the importance of 
stability inthe matter of school section 
boundaries, This foature of atability ran 
through all the amendments mado in the 
school bundaries in townships and also in 
tho case of union sections. Under the old 
Act boundarles might be altored. He had 
now fixed tho time at five years, during 
which boundaries, after boing adoptod, 
could nob be changed. Sectlon 96 was to 
settle more spocdily tho legality of by-laws 
passed by municipalities in connection with 
school matters, Tho section provided that 
any by-law of a muniolpality for altering or 
d ssolving of school sections should not be 
open to appeal unless notice was filed In

ations Tho Goverament grant would be 
distributed as horetofore, on tho basis of 
avorage attendance, In section 115 ho bad 
included provisions somowhat similar to 
those in the High School Act ta reference 
to the /ssue of achool debentures, Tho old 
Act provided that no woman under 17, or 
man under 18 was oligiblo to teach a public 
echoo!, Ho proposed an amendment making 
18 the minimum in both cases, Lt was in 
tended to oxtend the time over which the 
third class certificate was valid, from three 
bo five yoars, and to mit it to the county 
in which it was issued. Ho was makiog no 
change in the constitution of the county 
boards of oxaminers, but tho bill provided 
that in future a county examiner, before 
being appointed, must have had at least 3 
yoars’ experience as a public or separate 
achool teacher, In section 148 he was pro 
viding for an annual leaving examination 
in the Public schools, These examinations 
would bo of a higher grade than the entrance 
examination [ho course would bo of a 
mors practical character in the direction of 
commercial arithmetic, English, ponman- 
ship, drawing, and other useful subjects, 
He was making no material change in the 
provisions of the Act relating to public 
school inspectors In counties, but in oitier, 
towns and incorporated villages, the propo- 
sal was that a part of the cost of inspection 
should be met by the Legislature, It would 
be necossary that inspectors in cities and 
towns should be ina measure under the 
control of the House. The more important 
clauses on this subject were as follows : 

Inspectors in cities and in towns separat 
ed from the county shall be appointed by 
the board of Public school trustees, and 
shall be aubject to dismissal by the Lteut- 
enanb Governor in council or by a majority 
of the members of the board, in case of in- 
efticlency or misconduct, or by a vote of 
two thirds of the board without cause, R. 
8.0, o, 225, s. 184, (Amended.) 

When the teachers engaged by the trust- 
ees of any city excesd 300in number, tho 
board shall appolat two Inspectors, and 
likewise an additional Inspector for every 
800 teachers on the staff above 600 
(New.) 

The Lieutenant-Governor in council 
may direct annuslly the payment cut of 
the consolidated revenue of a sum not ex- 
ceeding $5 for every teacher occupying a 
separate room witha separate register, to 
the school board of any city or town separ 
ated from the county, towards the payment 
of the salary of the Public school inspector. 
(New. ) 

No inspector of schools shall, during his 
tenure of office, engage in or hold any 
other employment, office or calling which 
would Interfere with the full discharge of 
his duties as inspector. R.S.O., oc, 225, s. 
188. 

This would entail an expenditure by the 
Legislature of from $35,000 to $40,000 a 
year. Hb was making no change ae far as 
holidays were concerned, except to assimi- 
late them in cities, towns and villages to 
those of the High schools. 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) called the attention 
of the House to one amendment that would 
produce a pretty profound sensation in the 
country, and that was the amendment re- 
garding the county grant to echools. He 
expreased approval of the clause authorizing 
the supply of text books fee. He was sat- 
isfied that the bill would meet with no ad- 
verae criticism that would not be in the in- 
terest of the bill itself, but there were some 
clauses which might beimproved. For in 
stan>e, it was proposed to increase the term 
of third wlags certificates. If after the ex- 
piration of the five years the certificate 
could be continued the country would bene- 
fit by the experience gained by the holders 
of these certificates. 

Tho bill was read a second timo after de- 
bate; in which Messrs. \Vaters. Miscamp- 
bell, Gibson (Huron), Preston, Reid, 
Meacham, Clancy, Wood (Brant), Stratton, 
Meredith, Mackenzie, Dack and White 
took part. After reply by. the Minister, 
in which he expressed himself as belng op: 
posed to Inspectors taking part in political 
contests, the bill was read a second time.

** Hore he was arrested by a detective po- 
lice officor in plain clothes and conducted 
quietly to prison, wherea Smith & Wesson 
revolver was found in his pocket, together 
with a globule containing what was sup- 
posed to be some powerful poison which the 
prisoner, whose name, real or assumed, is 
Skeameikin, declared to be merely a well- 
known medicine, 

“About three-quarters of an hour after 
tho arrest of Skeameikin the Czar made his 
appearance walking slowly up the passage 
between the stands where, had not the 
would-be assassin beon removed in time, 
His Majesty must surely have been killed.” 

The correspondent goes on to say: “I have 
just heard, but do not know whether the 
statement is worthy of credence or not, that 
the police expected the arrival of Skeamel- 
kin, although bis whereabouts was unknown. 
He is said to have come from some provin- 
clal city for the special purpose of attempt- 
ing the life of the Czar, and the plot is be- 
loved to be a continuation of the conspiracy 
founded by Sophia Gansberg.”

In the foregoing instance history has been 
almost on the point of repeating itself as to 
time and place in a Czar’s assassination, for 
it was on March 1 (13), 1881, that the Czar 
Alexander IL, the father of tho present 
Czar of All the Russias, was assassi- 
nated near the Manege or riding school. 
A bomb was thrown, which exploded 
in the rear of the carriage, injuring several 
soldiers, The Czar alighted, when a second 
bomb was thrown, which inflicted frightful 
and fatal wounds, he living only about two 
hours after his removal to the palace. One 
of the assassins was arrested and he and 
several accomplices were hanged, and the 
second, who threw the last bomb, was him- 
self wounded by its explosion and died in the 
hospital without declaring his name. 

Sophia Gunsberg, who is credited with be- 
ing the originator of recent attempts on the 
present Czar’s life, was tried in November, 
1859, together with several others, she being 
charged with being the chief actor in a plot 
tomurder the Czar, She was sentenced to 
be hanged, but the sentence was not oarried 
out. She is now said to be lingering in a cell 
in St. Petersburg. It has also been stated 
thatshe hasdiedin prison, but of course 
nothing definite can be known on this head 
by the outside world.

HIS REASON MAY COST HIS LIFE. 


From a Maniac’s Cell to a Prison Dock 
CaYuGA, April 8.—Joseph Locia, an 
Italian, will be placed on trial at the assizes 
here to-morrow under circumstances without 
a parallel in the annals of crime, Three 
years ago Locia was in the employ of 4 
farmer near this town, and during the ab- 
sence of the farmer his house-fhs set on fire 
and the farmer's wife and two children were 
burned to death. Locia was arrested, but 
went violently insane and made several at- 
tempts to beat his brains out on. the cell 
walls, Finally he was sent to Hamilton 
assizes, Under the treatment he has received 
Locia has improved,until a few weeks ago he 
was pronounced by the resident surgeon as 
completely cured, He was brought bere to- 
day heavily handcuffed, and will be placed 
on trial to-morrow. The trial of Locia will 
be an interesting one, because it is seldom 
that a prisoner who commits a crime and is 
sent to the asylum because of insanity re- 
covers and is put on trial. Locia does not 
realize that he is to be tried for a terrible 
crime, He isabout 35 years old, swarthy 
like all Italians, There ara three charges of 
arson and one of murder against Locia.

Salaries, 
eto., had taken $24,503, the province had 
retained $201,542, making a total of $383,- 
075, leaving the sum of $9,599 not account- 
ed for. In 188889 the deficloncy was 
$11,635, and in 1888.90 $19,780, or a total 
for the three years of $31,015, He would 
like to know from the Goyernment where 
this money had gone to, Inthe city of 
Toronto he found a deficloncy of over $14,- 
000 in the last soven years, In his own 
riding there was a deficiency in four yoars 
of $514 ;in West Hastings it amounted 
to $839 In two years, and nearly an equal 
amount in North Hastings. Each member 
should examine the accounts for his own 
constituency, and see how they stood, Ho 
favored placing the management of the 
license system in the hands of the 
county councils. Whoare better able to 
manage it? He would point itout, too, 
how the municipalities were boing handled. 
In 1889 the municipalities reclved $79,440 
leas than they did ten years before, while 
the Government received $145,813 more. 
Was this fair ? 

Mr. Harcourt ssid the discrepancy was 
made up by the costs of prosecution, auch 
as constables, witnesses, advertising, etc., 
which completely cover the shortage, 

Mr. Meredith showed that instead of the 
municipalities receiving two-thirds of the 
license fees, as when the Mowat Government 
came into power, the fees were increased 
four-fold, and yet only one-third went to 
the municipalities, He declared the liconse 
laws were used openly for party purposes.

cient Hood and Noah's Ark wero impossi- 
bilities; that there never miraclo 
that the Bible is the friend of ‘croelty, of

D. R. Leavons, returning officer, and James 
MoCroady, one of the deputy roturning of- 
ficers in the Inst election for East Hastings, 
with gross irregularities aud frauds in con- 
nection with the election and asking that the 
whole matter be referred to the Committee 
on Privileges and ‘Elections for invostiga- 
tion. In doing so he charged that these 
ofticials madé public the way in which the 
electors voted, comparing the namos with 
the numbers on the ballots and thus iotioni- 
dated electors; that Leavoens purposely ap- 
pointed himself a deputy returaing otficer in 
order to carry out his purpose better; that 
when counting the ballots at bis poll Leay- 
ons refused to place the ballot box on the 
table wherw all could see it, but placed it 
under the table where none could sed it but 
himself in order to take advantage of Mr, 
Hudson; that when the ballots at Leavens’ 
poll were counted Mr. Hudson bad only 71 
although 74 electors have since sworn they 
voted for him, and the scrutineers counted 
on 85 votes which ‘were ‘clearly promised 
them. Turning to McCready, bo claimed 
this official also put his ballot box un der the 
tablo to the disadvantage of Mr, Hadson; 
that when the ballots at McCready’s poll 
wore counted there were only 95 for Mr. 
Hudson although 106 electors have since 
sworn they voted for Mr. Hudson. In au- 
other poll, the deputy return{ng officer, one 
Caviler, permitted two inen to vote although 
their names were not on the list and refused 
to admibister the oath although requested. 
On a recount a number of ballots, marked on 
polling day for Mr, Hudson and accepted as 
correct in the evening, were found to be 
marked with a second small cross and were 
rejected, thus nearly counting him out, He 
mentioned a number of other irregularities 
which were done with the deliberate purpose 
of defeating him. 

Mr. Fraser refused to discuss the grave 
charges made, but declared that it was not 
Proper to refer the matter to the committee. 
Mr. Hudson, who spoke so warmly, was him- 
self on the committee and his friends who 
were also on the committee applauded the 
oharges as if they were already proved. 'This 
Was unseemly conduct on the part of those 
who would be ‘judges if a reference were 
made. Wasa reference to the committee 
necessary! Mr, Hudson has. his seat, and 
oven if the charges are proved the seat would 
not be affected. Moreover, a petition was 
filed in the courts against Mr, Hudson, who 
filed a cross petition. But the petitions were 
dismissed by the judge. Besides, the law 
provided that a charge of malfeasance could 
be made before a police magistrate, who 
could investigate the case free from the pre- 
judice which would characterize the judg- 
ment of the committee. What necessity was 
there, then, for a reference to a committee, 
members of which cheered the charges made 
as if they were already proved? 

Mr. Metcalfe and Mr. Wood (Hastings) re- 
pudiated the insinuation that they were 
biassed and not fit to pronouncé an opinion 
upon the case in committee, 

Mr, Meredith said the returning officer was 
an officer of the House, and it was the duty 
of the House to ses that he performed his 
duties properly and, if necessary, punish him 
for wrongdoing, apart altogether from a 
criminal prosecution in the courts, A oross 
petition can contain no charges except per- 
Sonal ones against the opposing candidate, 
and therefore a cross petition cannot reach 
the wrongdoing of an official A returning 
officer could not even be joined as'a party in 
a cross petition. There was therefore no 
reason for refusing to refer the case to the 
committee. The charges included what 
is koown as “stuffing” the  bal- 
lot boxes. Was this not a charge 
which ought to be investigated by the 
House? 

Mr. Mowat said there was no desire on the 


if they were guilty, But the resolution did 
not specify the charges. It had therefore 
been impossible'to obtain from the parties 


implicated their version of the case, although, 


Mr. Mowat said he had tried to do 86. Over~ 
zealous or unscrupulous men are found every- 
where. Before the matter went to the com- 
mittee the parties charged, having heard to- 
day the specific charges made, ought to have 
a chance tomake a reply. All the prece- 

dents which he had looked up indicated that 
the charges must be specific before a refer- 
ence could be made. The resolution also 
alleged irregularities. But irregularities 

might be unintentional or without influence 
on the election. ‘There was no ‘need ‘there- 
fore to refor more irregularities to a com- 
mittee when the one who was injured by 

these irregularities already had tho seat, It 
the charges of fraud are true, these officials 
are subject to a criminal prosecution. The 
only punishment the Honse could infllot was 
imprisonment during the session. Tho ses- 
sion, however, will end in a couple of weeks, 
perbaps before the prosecution on the part of 
tha House would be finished, A judicial in- 
vestigation was always more satisfactory 
than one by acommittee more or less pre- 
judiced. Moreover, there was vo time for 
such an investigation by a committee of the 
Holtse because the members wore fully occu- 
piod by other business Mr, Mowat io con- 

clusion said he was there to see that no bad 
precedent was formed, Without actually 
reflsing to allow a reference to a committee 
he Moved the adjouromont of the debate in 
order to consider what would be done, now 
that the charges were specified. The debate 

accordingly was adjourned until Monday, 

Mr, H. E. Clarke moved his resolution ask-

Suva, April 10,—It was the Sonaputty, or 


commander-in chief of the Mauipuri forces, 
who was killed in the engagement between 
Lt. Grant's forces and a forces of Manipuris 
referred to in yesterday's despatches,aud not 
the usurping rajabh, The latter, according 
to a letter received by the Viceroy of India, 
was executed by the loyalists after the muss- 
acre of the British forces at Manipur. 


Troops Arriving From India, 
PLyMouTH, April 10,—Ths troopship 
Himalaya has arrived from India, having on 
board a large number of soldiers. There 
were 200 cases of influenza amoug the troops 
during the last fortnight, but none of them 
had a fatal termination. 


A Hypnotist Expires Afcer a Porformance, 

Lonpon, April 10.—Prof, Lowell Young, 
who met with much success recently in 
giving public exhibitions of hypnotism, died 
at Portsmouth Wednesday night withina 
few hours after publicly operating upon a 
number of soldiers of the garrisou at that 
p'ace. The cause of his death was cerebral 
and nervous exhaustion. The symptoms 
and circumstances were similar to those 
which accompanied the death of Bishop, the 
mind reader, in New York. 


The Secretary Suing for Libel. 

Cork, April 10.—Henry Campbell, M.P. 
for South Fermanagh and private secretary 
to Mr. Parnell, has entered an action for 
libel against Mrs. Nagle, the proprietor of 
The Cork Herald, and Ald. John Hooper of 
this city, lately editor of that paper, charg- 
ing them with imputing through the columns 
of The Cork Herald that he (Campbell) pro- 
cured houses for the meeting of Parnell and 
Mrs. O'Shea. 


Italy Evidently Means Business. 

Rome, April 10,—It is reported that if the 
United States Government does not answer 
the Marquis Imperiali’s note by to-morrow, 
Mr. Porter, the American Minister here, 
will be ordered to leave Italy, and the whole 
Italian legation at Washington will be re- 
called and the Italian interests left in charge 
of the British Minister,

“The method of resustitating patients who 
were poisoned” with narcotic or mineral 
poisons is very different. Each pofson has its 
own peculiar antidote, and whit will counter- 
act the effect of one poison Will have no effect 
whatever upon another. Take; for instance; a 
case which recently occurred at the hospital: 
A woman was brought ini by the 'police patrol 
with violent convulsions and retching;’ We' 
started upon it as a case of arsenical poison- 
ing, and after thoroughly cleansing te stom- 
ach ‘forced a large dose of sulphite of zinc 
down ber throat: At the end of the treatment 
the woman was no better than at first. In- 
deed, she seemed to be growing worse ¢ach 
moment. ‘The paroxysms were more frequ- 
ent, the heart was more irregular in its beat- 
ing and sho breathed with great difficulty. 
We then gave, a powerful emetic and fol- 
lowed that with an antidote for strychnine, 
and its action showed ina very short time 
that we were correct in our later ‘surmise, 
It was 4 case of strychnine poisoning.” 

“Are there many. cases of asphyxiation 
brought to the County Hospital?” 

“No, there are not many, Poisoning by 
gas is more often accidental than: precon- 
certed, and in the former case a physician is 
imiiediately called in, and the patient is re- 
moved fo a room where there is pureair and 
plenty of it. Almost every one knows 
how to care foran Asphyxiated person, and 
it is only necessary fora physician’ to give 
the proper medicine to enable the ‘patiént to 
regain strength. 

“Wheri/a:person attempts to commit ‘sul- 
cide with gas he or she almost invariably 
takes such precautions that help cannot pos- 
sibly arrive until the action of the heart has 
entirely stopped. That case ‘in an Eastern 
city but a short time ago'is a very good 
example of that. A young» business man 
upon making an unfortunate investment, 
repaired to one’ of the hotels, ‘where he en- 
gaged wroom for two days, | Boforé retiring 
ho told the clerk to let him sleep ‘as long ‘as 
he wanted -to, as he had been awake for 
several nights and needed much rest. 

“The man’s appearance gave credence to 
his statement, and ‘the ‘clerk gave ordors to 
the chambermaid to pass room—while mak 
ing hor usual rounds

It mnst be remembered in this connection 


that Britain is essentially an agricultural 
country, and that if its fauna isa diminutive 
one it is none the leas formidable. We have 
ten tiny fleld creatures, constituting an army 
in themselves, thatif not kept under would 
quickly devastate our flolds. Those ten specias 
gonsist of four mice, three voles, and threo 
shrews. Individually so tiny are these that 
any one species could comfortably cyrl itself 
up in the divided shell of a horse chestnut. 
But farmers well know that if these things 
aro small they are by no means to be despised 
Now that thecorn crops are cut and the hay 
housed, the fleld yole and the meadow mouse 
aro deprived of their summer sbolter, Of 
this the barn ow! fs perfectly aware, and at 
evening he may be seen sweeping low over 
tho meadows, seeking whom he may devour, 
And with what results we already know. 
Much unnatural history has been written 
of the owls, and unfortunately most people 
have their ideas of thom from the poets. The 
owl is not moping, nor mourning, nor mel- 
ancholy, neithor is he dolorous nor mournfypl. 
Ho is noither grave monk, nor anchorite, nor 
pillared saint. Poets write by day, and owls 
fly by night, arid, doubtless, Mr. Gray and his 
school have their opinion of owls from star- 
ing at stulfed specimens in glass cases, or at 
the birds of wisdom surprised io the falllight 
of day, when thoy will be seen blinking, 
ogling, nodding and hissing at each. other, 
very unlike representatives of Minerva, 
“Christopher North’ is tho only author 
who has done justice to the’ owls, or justice 
to tha poets, for the matter of that, by his 
denunciation of their epithets and false im- 
ages. He know well that the white owl 
never mopes, but holds its revels through the 
livelong night, when all else is hushed and 
still. 
Most birds are stoics compared to ow Is, 
and those who cultivate their acquaint- 


ance know that they have no timo 
wherein to make their poetical com- 
plaints to tho’ ‘moon. Poets “should 
not meddle with owls. Shakespeare and 


Wordsworth alone have understood them— 
by all others they have been scandalously 
libelled, from Virgil to Post Close, 

The barn owl, when she bas young, ‘brings 
to her nest a mouse every twelve minutes, 
and, as she is actively employed both at 
evening and dawn, as both male and female 
hunt, forty mice a day is the lowost computa, 
tion we can make, How soft is the plumage 
of the owl, how noiseless her flight! Watch 
her as she floats past the ivy tod, down by 
the ricks, and silently over the old wood. 
Then away over the meadows, through the 
open door and out of the loop-hole of the 
barn, round the lichened tower, and along 
the course of the brook. 

Presently she returns to her four downy 
young, with a mouse in one claw and a mole 
in the other, soon to be ripped up, torn, and 
eaten by the greedy, snapping imps. The 
young are produced from April to December, 
and not unfrequently both young and oges 
are found inthe same nest, If you would 
see the midday siesta of the owls, climb up 
into some bay-mow. Therein is an angle of 
the beam you will see their owlship, snoring 
and blinking wide their great round eyes. 
Their duet is the most unearthly, ridiculous, 
grave likenothing-else noise you oeyer: 
heard.—Cornhill Magazine.

The ridters were dispersed 
with difficulty by incessant marching and 
covoter-marching on the rowls couverging at 
Town Hall-square. Detective Martindale re- 
ceived six cuts on the head and bis horse was 
killed under him by a stab, Local opinion 
in regard to the dispute is divided. Citizens 
admit the Squarais a dangerous place for 
pliblic meetings, but think the action of the 
authorities was injadicious and that the 
question ought to be tested in the courts,

BEALAND, Wash., April 15.—Forty masked 
inen broke into tho jail here at 1 o'clock this 
morning aud shot to death John Rose and 
John Edwards, who were convicted of the 
murder of Hans Fredericksen and his wife, 
about a year ago. The men were confined ia 
jailawaiting a new trial. The niurder 
was committed in cold blood and was 
for the purpose of obtaining possession 
ofa piece of land on which Frederiksen 
was living. Edward Gibbon and George Rose 
were also charged with assisting in the mur- 
der. Gibbon was acquitted. George Rose 
was convicted of murder in the first degree, 
but afterwards escaped jail The mob over- 
powered the jailor,and going to the cell 
where the prisohers were confined riddled 
their bodies with bullets) The mob then 
quietly dispersed.

Death of an Australian Statesman. 


Sypyey, N.S.W., April 13.—The Hon. 
Jobn Murtagh Macrossan, M.P.,, formerly 
Colonial Secretary for Queensland, and one | 
of the delegates for that colony at the Aus- 
tralasia Federation Convention, is dead. The 
deceased, who was born in 1852, was one of 
the many Australian statesmen who originally 
came fiom Ireland, his father haying been 
a farmer in Donegal. Mr. Macrossan  emi- 
grated to Australia in 1853, He was chosen 
in 1873 by the mivers of Charters’ Towers to 
represent the Kennedy electorate in that 
assembly. ‘Ihe new member at first linked | 
his political fortanes with those of the Lib- 
era] party, but a few years later retnoved 
to the Conservative crossbenches, and co-op- 
erated heartily with Mr. McIlwraith, who, 
on forming his Ministry in 1879, gave Mr. 
Macrossan the office of Secretary for Public 
Works.

ITALY AND THE DREIBUND, 


How the Powers Will Stand in the Event 
of War. 

Rome, April 13.—Premier di Rudini, in an 
interview to-day in regard to the Dreibund, 
held that the renewal of the triple alliance 
was of secondary iniportance as compared 
with a constant agreement with England. 
On many occasions he said the policy 
of the Dreibund harmonizad perfect- 
ly with British ideas, yet Lord Salis- 
bury, for special reasons, had never ad- 
hered to the Dreibund treaty. Italy's re- 
newal of her contract with the alliance de- 
pended on the general situation in Europa, 
which was now changingevery day. It was 
difficult to imagine that England and Italy 
would remain passive while war was being 
waged by Russia and France against Ger- 
many and Austria. Even if the Dreibund 
did not exist Italy might find it entirely to 
her interest to range herself on the side of 
Great Britain. Should Russia. refrain from 
interfering in the affairs of the other 
powers,; thus securing the absolute 
neutrality of Great Britain, Italy would 
hot act except under the contingencies 
provided for in the Dreibund conveution, 
If Austria attacked Russia or Germany de- 
clared war with France that action would 
not imply that Italy was to join in the move- 
ment, By the terms of the contract shu was 
entitled to act as a neutral nation and to re- 
mainso. The caso was different if any one 
of the contracting powers was made the ob— 
ject of the attack. Premier di Rudini de 
clared he was convinced that France, despite 
her excessive armaments, would never alone 
wage a war of aggression while the Dreibund 
continued to act as the safeguard of Europe. 
In view of the prevailing temper in France 
it. was perfectly idle to discuss the question 
of a dissolution of the Dreibund. Neither 
Austria nor Germany dreamed of making an 
attack, 


Still Regarded as Absurd. 

New York, April 13.—A Washington 
special to The Post says: “Ths letter from 
Secretary Blaine to Premier Rudini bas not 
yet been sent, according to the best ad- 
vices from the Department of State. The 
appearance of things at the Department is 
somewhat less tranquil than on Saturday, 
though the idea of hostilities is still pooh- 
poohed as absurd.”

over, declined to swerve from the position of 
complete independence. At this point Sir 
Henry was interrupted by a shareholdo: 
calling out, ‘'This is all aucient history,” 

Sir Heury baving requested silence saio 
that Sir Charles Tupper had sent a late 
Grand Trunk stationmaster to Chicago as o 
special detective to endeavor to discover 
damaging facts against the Grand Trunb 
management, That gentlemen was now ir 
jail for debt. The laughter which greete 
this statement having subsided Sir Henry 
proceeded to review Sir Charles Tupper’ 
charges. Ho remarked that in details they 
were very strong but absurd. As to th 
manager of the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
whose openly expressed annexationist senti 
meuts had been drawn attention to by Sit 
Charles Tupper, Sir Henry said that Mr.

Intyre of St. Catharines, W. H. Hoyle of 
Cannington and others mentioned as the 
first council of the proposed college were in 
attendance and supported the bill. Albert 
Ogden, representing Humphreys and otbors 
who are opposed to the bill, urged that as 
the Undortakers’ Association, which is to 
have charge of the « ollege, was incorporated 
under the Benevolent and Provident Bocie- 


ties’ Act it cannot engage in business; that hy 
ite act of incorporation the association can 
not hold property worth more than $5000 
annual rental and that the bill was simply to 
increase its power of holding land; that the 
nssocintion sought to be erected into a ‘'com- 
bine” to the injury of the public; that the 
nasociation was really a secret society and 
it would be against the public interest to 
allow a secret socloty to control the college, 
examinations, granting of diplomas, otc,; 
that the college should be under the control 
not of the Undortakers’ Association but of 
the Provincial Board of Health. Further 
discussion was postponed until to-day. 

Among the items of the estimates passed 
by the House was that for the expenditure 
in connection with the Central 
Prison. Mr, Meredith orkeyl for an explana- 
tion of the resignation of tho bursar, Mr 
Gibson sald that his resigaation was asked 
because of irregularities in connection with 
his treatment of money received from out- 
side jails which received supplies from tho 
Central. The checks were cashed by him 
and afterwards set off against what was 
coming in. His course was irregular and 
improper and there was no excuse for using 
the money even temporarily, At the investi- 
gation which followed, although no fraudu- 
lont intent was established, the irregularitios 
were shown to be such that they could not 
continue to allow him to occupy such an im- 
portant position, 

Mr. Meredith: ‘How long was this going 
ont” 

Mr, Gibson; ‘For some years,” 

Mr, Meredith; ‘‘Was there any shortage?” 

Mr, Gibson; “All the checks used in that 
way were accounted for, There was a small 
balance of $200, which was in dispute be- 
tween the Inte bursar and his predecessor.” 

The estimated expenditure in connection 
with the Mimico branch asylum led Mr, 
Wood (Hastings) to inquire into the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Cascaden.

DEATH IN A CIRCUS RING. 


The Audience Loudly Cheered While a 
Woman Was Slowly Killed. 

Sr. Pererssune, April 16.—Nows of a 
moat remarkable and horrible tragedy which 
has just occurred in the town of Polotsk in 
Russian Poland has reached hore, A day or 
two agoa traveling circus gave 4 Krepro- 
wntation in thattown. The manageress of 
the circus, a woman of remarkable beauty 
and popularity, who was herself an oxcellent 
horsewoman, was just on the point of leay- 
ing the ring after performing somo daring 
feats with a spirited horees, when 
tlie animal suddenly attacked her 
fm a furious manner, For a_ few 
minutes the audience, in spite of the wo- 
man’s shrieks, did not appear to realize any- 
thing unusual occurring, but applauded and 
choored the actions of the horse, thinking 
them a part of the performanco, Not unwil 
the animal kicked her with such force that 
she fell to the ground did the people realize 
that something was wrong. Tho brute then 
trampled upon her with such fury that none 
of the public or the grooms in attend- 
ance’ had the courage to approach 
the spot. At last, by somo moans, the 
anfortunate woman managed to extricate 
herself from beneath the animal's hoofs, half 
stunned, with her dress all torn and ber face 
and body streaming with blood. Sho bad 
sufficient fortitude to salute the audience and 
staggor from the ring without any assistance. 
She, however, had hardly reached the dress- 
ing-room before she commenced to utter 
piercing sbrieks, which were heard by the 
audience in the circus. After lingering 
yeveral hours in great agony she succumbed 
to the terrible agonies she had received.

terms! I think not. I believe the dutios 
of county attornoys, registrars and shoriffs 
require educated and competent men to 
discharge thom, aud sabjece always to the 
rules that I have laid down, such officlals 
should bo liberally and fairly paid. I do 
not think tho duties of roplatrar are as re 
sponsible as those of the sheriff. The one 
is very much routine duty with the respon. 
sibilities naturally attached to the office, 
while the othor has executive duties of a 
more important and responsible character. 
In tho caso of reglstrars, deputies of falr 
business ability can be found to discharge 
all the duties at a moderate salary, and to 
this you must add whatey er general respon- 
sibility tho offico brings, As to sheriffs, 
while they have deputies that can also dis- 
the duties connected with the 
routine of office, yet there are additional 
duties that can only be performed by 
the shoritf, and the general responsibility 
is very much greater. Now, what this 
resolution proposes is, that any one fill- 
ing these offices or any other office pald by 
fees in the service of the Government, 
that can be reasonably so treated, shall be 
pald by salary. That this salary shall be 
graduated according to the general rules, | 
haye indicated, which is according to ser- 
vices rendered. I think all will agree in 
the principal embodied in this proposition. 
Does the system of paying by fees comply 
with these principles{ Let us seo by re- 
ference to the latest returns submitted tu 
thé House, which are for 1889, made In 
1890, for by the results of the practice we 
must either commend or condemn it. We 
will first take the country attorneys and 
clerks of the peace, and then follow with a 
glance at salaries derived by fees of sheriffs 
and registrars, and before doing so I wish 
again to repeat that I fully recognize the 
difference in work performed, but I also 
must remind the House that all the offices 
Sre supposed to require a supervision of 
time andattention that lessens very much 
the difference of work between the oflices 
of lesser receipts as compared with the 
greater, There are 32 districts or divisions 
in which there are county attorneys and 
clerks of the peace, Take eight of the low- 
est, including both offices, and they show :

There are some anomalies in these oftices. 
In Leeds and Grenyille I find one person 
holding four oftices—local master, deputy 
registrar, county attorney and clerk of the 
peace—all only netting him $1,367 ; while 
in Essex is another party holding the same 
offices, which nets him $2,364—nocarly 
double. Io Algoma the county attorney 
clerk of the peace gets directly net fees 
$687, but this is supplemented by a salary 
of €800, making a total of $1,437. One is 
inclined to enquire why this was singled 
out for additional salary, Looking back 
over these figures and statements, we find 
that the office of county attorney in the 
city of Toronto yields to the occupant near- 
ly as much as is received altogether for 
both county attorneys and clerks of the 
peace in the districts of Dufferin, Thunder 
Bay, Prince Edward, Muskoka, Lennox 
and Addivgton, Prescott and Russell, 
Renfrew and Perth ; and the clerk of the 
peace for the same county gets as much from 
the fees of his office as {s received by all the 
county attorneys and clerks of the peace in 
the districts of Lennox and Addington, 
Prince Edward, Thunder Bay, Dafferin and 
Muskoka, Surely there is nothing like apn 
equality as regards remuneration ip such a 
atate of things; and, while the average of 
the 82 oflices would be about $1,770, we 
find eight averaging $720; eight, $1,250; 
eight, $2,120, and others over $3,000 ; and 
the oftices yielding to the ovoupants from 
$539 for both offices in one distrist up to 
$4,737 for one of these offices in another ; 
and that while, for the reason, it is to be 
supposed, of inadequate remuneration, the 
Algoma officer has bis fees supplemented 
by $800, giving bim $1,437 In all, threo 
other officera got a little over $500, two 
others $600, and three others from $3800 to 
$900, with eight additional averaging §$1,- 
250, and no additions to equalise. Now, 
let us glance at the sheriils, The number 
of ahrlovalties is 43, Tho figures show:

Talmage Continues His Sermons 


on the Plagues of the Cities of New 


York, Brooklyn and Jorseoy—Uis Ser 
mon on Sunday. 

New Yorx, April 12.—Dr. Talmage, in 
ontinuance of the course of sermons on 
“The Ten Plagues of the Citle to«lay 
preached to large audiences on “Tho Plague 
of Crime Ho took for his text Exodus 7, 
20 All the waters that were in the river 


were turned to blood.” 

Among all the Egyptian plagues nono 
could have been worse than this, The 
Nile is the wealth of Egypt Its fish the 
food, Its waters the irrigation of garden 
and fields Its condition decides the 
prosperity or the doom of the 
What happens to the Nile happens to all 
Egypt, And now fn the text that great 
river is incarnadined, It is a red gash across 
anempire. In poetic license we speak of 
wars which turn the rivers into blood. But 
my textis not a poetic license. It wis a fact, 
f great crimson, appalling condition describ- 
ed. Tho Nilo rolling deep of blood, Can 
you imagine a more awful plaguel 

The modern plague which nearest corres- 
ponds with that is the plague of crime in all 
our cities. It halts not for blood-shed. It 
shrinks from no carnage. It bruises, and 
cuts, and strikes down, and destroys. It 
revels in the blood of body and soul, this 
plague of crime rampant for ages, and never 
bolder or more rampant than now, 

The annual police reports of those cities 
as Loxamine them are to mo more sugges 
tive than Dante's Inferno, and all Christian 
people, as well ns reformers, need to waken 
toa present and tremendous duty. If you 
want this ‘Plague of Crime" to stop there 
are several kinds of persons you need to con- 
sider, First, the public criminals. You ought 
not to be surprised that these people make up 
a large portion in many comaiunities. The 
vast majority of the criminals who take 
ship from Europe come into our Own port. 
Tn 1869 of the forty-nine thousand people 
who were Incarcerated in the prisons of 
the country thirty-two thousand were of 
foreign birth, Many of them were the very 
desperadoes of society, oozing junto theslums 
of our cities, waiting for an opportunity to 
riot and steal and debauch, joining the 
large gang of American thugs and ‘cu:- 
throats: 

It is their business to commit crime, and I 
do not suppose that once in a year the 
thought of the immorality strikes them. 
Added to these professional criminals, 
American and foreign, there is a large 
class of men who are more or less indust- 
rious in crime. In one year the police in 
this cluster of cities arrested ten thousand 
people for theft, and ten thousand for ns- 
sault and battery, and fifty thousand for in- 
toxication, Drunkenness is responsible for 
much of the theft, since it confuses a man's 
ideas of property, and he gets his hands on 
things that do not belong to him. 

Ten million dollars worth of property 
stolen in this cluster of cities in one year. 
You cannot, as good citizens, be independ- 
ent of that fact, You might as well think 
to stand in a Closely confined room where 
there are fifty people and yet not 
breathe the yitiated air as to stand in a 
community where there is such a great 
multitude of the depraved without being 
s omoewhat contaminated. What is the fire 
that burus your store down compared with 
the conflagration that consumes your mior- 
als} What is the theft of the gold and silver 
from your money safe compared with the 


empire, 


“theft of your children’s virtuc? 


We are all ready to arraign criminals. 
We shout at the top of our voice, “Stop, 
thief!" and when the police get on the 
track we come out, hatless and in our slip- 
pers, and. assist in the arrest. We come 
around the bawling ruffian and hustle him 
off to justice, and when he gots in prison, 
what do we do for him? With great gusto 
we put on the handcuffs and the hopples; 
but what preparation are we making for 
the day when the handcuffs and tho hop- 
ples come off! Society seems to say to 
these criminals. ‘Villain, go in there and 
rot,” when it ought to say, “You are an of- 
fender against the law, but we mean to give 
you an opportunity to repent, we mean to 
help you, Here are Bibles and tracts and 
Christian Mfluences. Christ died for you, 
Look, and live.” - 

Vast improvements have heen made by in- 
troducing industries into the prison; but we 
want something more than hammers and 
shoe lasts to reclaim these people. Aye, we 
Want more thad sermons on the Sabbath 
day. Society must impress these men with 
the fact that it does not enjoy their suffering, 
and that itis attempting to reform and ele- 
yatethem. The majority of criminals sup- 
pose that society hasa grudge against them, 
and they in turn havea grudge against so- 
clety 

They are harder in heart and more infuri- 
ate when they come out of jail than when 
they went in 
to prison go again and again and again. 
Some years ago of fifteen hundred prisoners 
who during the year had been in Sing Sing, 
four hundred had been there before, In 4 
house of correction in the country, whera 
during a certain reach of time there bad 
been five thousand people, more than three 
thousand had been there before. So, in one 
caso the prison, and in the other case the 
house of correction, left them just as bad 
as they wore before 

In some of the city prisons the air is like 
that of the Black Hole of Calcutta 
visited prisons where, as the air 
through the wicket, it almost knocked me 
down No sunlight. Young men who 
had committed their first crime orowded in 
among old offenders. I saw in one prison 
a wornno, with a child almost blind, who 
had been arrested for tho crime of poverty, 
who was waiting until the slow law could 
take her to the 
rightfully belonged: butyshe was thrust In

Of the 
olght thousand people arrested in that city 
in one year, only threo thousand wore 
punished, These little matters wore ‘fixed 
up,” while the interests of socloty wore ‘fixed 
down." You know as Well as Ido that 9pe vil 
lain who escapes only opens the door for other 
criminalitios When the two pick-pockets 
snatched the diamond pin from the Brooklyn 
gentleman, in a Broadway stage, and the 
villains were arrésted, and tho trian! was set 
down for the General Sessions, and then the 


trialnevor came, and never anything more

only bidding higher for more crime. It is 
no compliment to public authority, when 
we havo in all the cities of the country, 
walking abroad, men and women notor 
fous for criminality, unwhipped of justice. 
They are pointed out to you in the street 
day by day. There you find what are called 
tho “fences,” the mon who stand betwoon 
the thief and the honest man, sheltering the 
thief, and at a great price handing over 
the goods to the owner to whom 
they belong. There you will find those who 
are called tho “‘skinnors,” the men who hover 
around Wall street, with creat sleight-of- 
hand in bonds and stocks. There you find 
the funeral thieves, the people who go and 
sit down and morn with families and pick 
their pockets, And there you find the “con- 
fidence mev,’' who borrow money of you be- 
cause they have a dead child in the house 
and want to bury it, whon they never have 
a house or a family; or they want to go to 
England and get a large property there, and 
they want you to pay their way, and they 
will send the money back by the vory next 
mail. There are the “harbor thieves,” the 
“shoplifters,”’ the ‘pickpockets,’ famous all 
over the cities. Hundreds of them with 
their faces in the ‘Rogues’ Gallery,” yet 
doing nothing for the last flve or ten years 
but defraud society and escape justice. 
When these people go unarrested and un- 
punished, it is putting a high premium upon 
vice, and saying to the young criminals of 
this country, ‘What a safe thing it is to bea 
great criminal.” 

The police stations of this cluster of cities 
furnish annually between two and three 
hundred thousand lodgings. For the most 
part, these two and three hundred thousand 
lodgings are furnished to able-bodied men 
and women—people as able to work as you 
and Tare. When they are received no long- 
er at one polico station, because they 
are “repeaters,” they go to some 
other station, and so they keep mov- 
ing around. They get their food at house 
doors, stealing what they can lay thoir 
hands on in the front basement while the 
servant is spreading the bread in the back 
basement. They sill not work. Time 
and again, in the country districts, they 
haye wanted hundreds of thousands of 
laborers. These men will not go. They do 
not want to work, 

I like for that class of people the scant 
bill of fare that Paul wrote out for the 
Thessalonian loafers—‘If any work not, 
neither should he eat.” By what law of 
God or man is it right that you and TI 
should toil day in and day out, until our 
hands are blistered and our arms ache and 
our brain gets numb, and then be called 
upon to support what in the United States 
are about two million loafers. They are a 
very dangerous class. Let the public au- 
thorities keep their eyes on them. 

Again: Among the uprooting classes I 
place the oppressed poor. Poverty to a 
certain extent is chastening; but after that, 
when it drives a man to the wall, and he 
hears his children cry in vain for bread, it 
sometimes makes him desperate. I think 
that there are thousands of honest men 
lacerated into vagabondism. There are 
men crushed under burdens for which they 
aré not half paid. While there is no excuse 
for criminality, even in oppression, I state 
itas a simple fact that much of the scoun- 
drelism.of the community is consequent 
upon ill treatment. Thore are many men 
and women battered and bruised and stung 
until the hour of despair has come, and they 
stand with the ferocity of a wild beast 
which, pursued untilit can run no longer, 
turns round, foaming and bleeding, to fight 
the hounds. 

There isa vast underground New York and 
Brooklyn life thatis appalling and shame- 
ful, It wallows and steams with putrefac- 
tion. You go down the stairs, which are wet 
and decayed with filth, and at tho bottom 
you find the poor victims on the floor, cold, 
sick, three-fourths dead, slinking into a dark- 
er corner under the gleam of the lantern of 
the police. There,bas not been a breath of 
fresh air in that room for five years, literal- 
ly... The broken sewer empties its contents 
upon them, and they lie at night in the swim- 
ming filth. There they are, men, women, chil- 
dren; blacks, whites; Mary Magdalen without 
her repentance, and Lazarus without his God. 
These are ‘the dives” into which the pick- 
pockets and the thieves go, as wellasa great 
many who would like a different lifa but 
cannot get it, These places are the sores of 
the city, which bleed perpetual corruption. 
They are the underlying volcano that threat- 
ens up with a Cafaccas earthquake, 

There ig another layer of poyprity and 
destitution, not so squalid, but almost as 
helpless. You hear the incessant wailing 
for bread and clothes and fire. Their oyos 
are sunken, Their cheek bones stand out. 
Their hands are damp with slow consump- 
tion. Their fleshis puffed up with dropsies 
Their breath is like that of the charnel-house. 
They hear the roar of the wheels of fashion 
overhead, and the gay laughter of monand 
maidens, and wonder why God gave toothers 
so much and tothem 80 little, Some of them 
thrust into an infidelity like thatof the poor 
German girl who, when told in the midst of 
her wretchedness that God was good, snid;— 
“No, no good God. Just look at me. No 
good God 

In this cluster of cities, whose cry of 
want I interpret, there are said to be, as far 


as I can

I have preached this sermon for four or

ted to the limbs of the shivering 
Ishould not wonder if that bat that you 
give should come back a jeweled coronet, 
or if that garment that you band out from 
your wardrobe should mysteriously be 
whitened, and somehow wrought into the 
Sayiour’s own robe, so in the Inst day he 
would run his hand over it and say:—‘‘I was 
naked, and ye clothed Me.” That would be 
putting your garments to glorious uses.

The Excitewont in Benares 
Coollnog Down, 

BrnArnes, April 17.—The oxcitement in 
this city, orlginating from the demolition of 
a temple in order to provide a site for the 
now waterworks, has taken a change for the 
better in the aspect of affairs here, though 
the change was preceded by a serious riot, 
The mobs which filled the streets during the 
morning became more violent.

We, the Legislative Council and House of 
Assombly of Newfoundland, in session con- 
vened, beg leave to approach your honorable 
Houso, to appoal to you for protection and 
support under circumstances which have 
filled the minds of all classes in this country 
with profound anxiety and dismay. 

Your honorable House is aware that the 
old-time difficulties consequent upon the 
treaties betwoen Great Britain and France 
on the subject of the Newfoundland fisheries 
have of late years assumed even unacoustom- 
ed gravity, producing painful and ceaseless 
agitation among our people, Two dologa- 
tions proceeded from here during last season 
to represent to Her Majesty's Government 
the exorbitant growth of the claims of the 
French under alleged sanction of treaties and 
the further injustice wrought to the commu- 
nity of Newfoundland. Their efforts for 
redress have been so far unsuccessful, and we 
are now confronted with a new evil essen- 
tially more intolerable than auy of those 
with which experience has rendered us but 
too familiar. 

We rofer to the propoxal of Her Majesty's 
Government by a bill now before Pearlia- 
ment to re-enact the act of George 1V., chap- 
ter 51, for the better conduct of the 
treaties between Great Britain and France 
respecting the Newfoundland fisheries, 
which act expired in the year 1534, 

This act embodied provisions of an arbi- 
trary and oppressive character, wholly re- 
pugnant to those principles of liberty and 
justice which are held to be the basis of 
modern British legislation. They conferred 
upon the officers of Her Majesty's ships en- 
gegedio fisheries protective service, who 
were intrusted with the settlement of treaty 
disputes, powers of summary adjudication 
independent of all the restrictions and sufe- 
guards which British law has devised for the 
defence of the inherent rights of British sub- 
jects. These powers extended to most 
severe penal inflictions and were beyond 
all appeal, and when it is remembered that 
they were exercised by persons unacquainted 
with legal procedure aud whose psculiar 
training and habits of thought and action 
dictated unquestioning submission to their 
decrees, it must be manifest that extreme 
hardship and injustico were the frequeut 
and inevitable results. 

It may be alleged that while yet the act of 
Parliament in question was on the statute 
Look it had been allowed to lapse into com- 
parative desuetude, so incompatible with 
modern civilization would bave been the 
application of this barbarous law. But, un- 
happily, the record of the years 1887, 1888 
and 1889 gives instances of its enforcement 
under assumed authority with disastrous 
consequences to the property and industry of 
some of Her Majesty's subjects engaged in 
the fisheries of Newfoundland. 

We submit that this law could not possibly 
be rendered applicable to the circumstances 
which it is designed to meet. All social and 
general conditions in Newfoundland, aod 
perticularly on those parts of the coast 
affected by the treaties, havo undergone a 
radical and complete change in the many 
years that have elapsed since the law under 
consideration was enacted, There was then 
no resident population in those localities, 
Population has long since settled there in 
considerable numbers, and trade and various 
sources of omployment have become de- 
veloped and yield their contributions to our 
customs revenue, Several years ago Her 
Majesty’s Governmont confirmed the occu- 
pation of the coast by acceding to the desire 
of the residents for representation in the 
House of Assembly and for the appoint- 
ment of magistrates and police. They 
are periodically visited by the Supreme 
Court on circuit; tney bave regular 
communication with the rest of the country 
and with Canada by mail and passenger 
steoamers—in a word, all the ordinary institu- 
tions of civil life to the extent to which the 
means of the colony enable it to provide 
them. The permanonce of their position 
being thus couclusively assured and rec og- 
nizod, it can hardly be necessary to point oub 
with what cruel severity, with what destruc- 
tive effect, the proposed law would operate 
upon the trade, the industries and every ap- 
preciable interest of this section of our peo- 
ple. It must be clear, beyond reach of doubt, 
that to recall this instrument of coercion in 
their case would be to outrage the feelings 
and the rights of the law-abiding and loyal 
inhabitants of this whole dependency of the 
British Crown, 

We would, therefore, most earnestly im- 
plore your honorable House, by all your 
honored and revered traditions, to desist 
from inflicting upon the people of this coun- 
try the calamity of such an enactment as 
that which is now in contemplation. 

We would remind your honorable House 
that Her Majesty's Government and tbat of 
France have lately agreed on arbitration re-

Crop Reports Hopefal and Business in All 
Lines Mrisker,. 

New York, April 17,—Telograms to 
Bradstreet's indicate that more seasonable 
woathoer and improving country roadways 
havo bad favorable effect on genoral trade, 
Crop reports from tho’ Northwost are very 
favorable, as are those affecting winter 
wheat, and merchants in the spring wheat 
region are discounting their bills to a notice- 
able extent.

ToRonTO, April 18.—Tbhe Assembly was

If those officers were elected, why 
should not also the judges, polica magis- 
trates, justices of the peace, etc.? He hoped 
the day would be far distant when the 
House would vote for any such resolution, 

In the course of the debate Mr. Awroy 
quoted from newspaper stat m) its attribut- 
ed to Mr. Sol White favoiin; aunexation, 
Mr. White said he was not a revolutionist 
but a« loyal citizen. He preferred political 
union on fair torms to unrestricted recipro- 
city. Ifany political change was inevitable 
he preferred to make it now when the coun- 
try could make fair terms, He denied that be 
had ever said anything against the interests 
of Canada in any way. The motion was 
withdrawn after a long discussion. 

Mr. Ross bas introduced a bill to amend 
the Industrial Schools Act by providing that 
Public School boards may aid Industrial 
Schools even if they are without their juris- 
diction. 

Dr, W.T, Aikins, dean of the medical 
faculty of Toronto University, and Dr.

He is assistant Opposition 
whip, and they say an excellont one. There 
are a large number of new men in the House 
and the improvement in the debating 

wer onthe opposition aide is very marked, 
while on the Ministerlal side there is a 
marked falling off, On the Opposition side 
the marked debating gains are : Campbell, 
of Algoma, Miecampbol!, of East Simcoe, 
McOleary, of Welland, White, of Essex, and 
McLenaghan, of South Lanark. 

l understand the new Minister of Agri- 
culture is looked upon asa faiJure. A good 
deal was hoped for from Dryden, but like 
Drury he is evidently weak—putty in the 
hands of the other members of the Govern- 
ment. His defence of his Department ex- 
pendituro was very weak, and he was badly 
roasted by the Opposition, especially Olan- 
cy ; he was kept on the **tenter-hooks” for 
hours. He seemed to know nothing about 
his office, and other Ministers had to come 
to his rescue. 

And now to turn to the resolution of East 
Hastings —Mr. Hudson is not known in the 
House as a ready speaker, indeed I am told 
he epesks but seldom ; but in the presenta- 
tion of his case to day he certainly did him- 
self very great credit. Ho got the attention 
of the House and held it, and it was clear 
that his friends about him were delighted, 
He certainly made out a strong case, what- 
ever the merits may be, When he satdown 
Fraser replied, donying the right to go to 
the Comwittee of Privileges and Elections, 
principally on the ground that {t would be 
& partizan tribunal and if sent anywhere, 
which he seemed to think doubtful, should 
go tothe courts. In the course of his re- 
marks he spoke of the applause given by 
the Opposition members to Hudson during 
his remarks as ‘‘partizanship,” and quite 
plainly indicated what was to be expected 
in consequence. He stigmatized the ap- 
plause as ‘‘unseemly,” *‘in bad taste,” 
‘‘unjudicial,”” etc. On bis altting down, 
Metcalfe, of Kingston, wished the charge 
to be withdrawn as against him, as he had 
not applauded—“the knew better.’’ This 
brought the member for North Hastings to 
his feet, who in bitter and scathing words, 
amid the applause of the Opposition, gave 
the Minister of Public Works to under- 
stand that his insinuations and “lecturing” 
the Opposition, was not appreciated, even 
though tho member for Kingston saw fit 
tojoinhim, That he(Fraser) was In the 
habit of this sort of thing, but they would 
not submit to ib any longer. He told 
him ‘*tolecture his own followers, who gen- 
erally had to take what he saw fit to give” 
—but he had no right to insult the intelll- 
gence of members of the Opposition. This 
made the House very quiot, and business 
was proceeded with in rather a subdued 
manner. 

There is no doubt that Fraser is an able 
man and a good departmental head, but he 
is arrogant aud over-bearing at times. Ill 
health, they say, has something to do with 
this, but it is a bad place to show It. 

It is quite clear the Government are 
going to prevent an investigation if pos- 
sible.

In other words, oight offises average n¢ arly 
$6,000 over and above all expenses, and 
eight othor oflicos average a little over $1,- 
000 ; or giving oach of the olty of Toronto 
othoes one half of 817,514, each would havo 
$5,757, whioh would be to each rogiatrar of 


tho city of Toronto 8645 more than the total 
neb amount roceived by the olght offices I 
brat reforred Lo, their total net receipts be- 
ing $8,100, as againet $8,767 not recelptas to 
each of the rogistrara of Toronto. Take the 
tobal regtotration districts as 63; include 
the sums paid to deputies for duties that 
can be performed by tho registrar,and which 
in the returns are included in oxponses, and 
you have an average to each registrar of 
about $2,600. But of these 63, as a matter 
of fact, 30 districts on the samo calculation 
eb an average of not loss than $4,000, 
while the remaining 33 have an average of 
about $1,150, Clearly the feo systom does 
not work equitably, This presents a some- 
what startling view of the matter—the 
ditference of county attornoys and clorks 
of the peace ranging from $539 up to 
$4,737,—nearly $5,000; the difference 
in sheriffs ranging from §652 up to $8,- 
805,—nearly $9,000; the difference in 
registrers ranging from $726 up to $8 752, 
nearly $0,000, and the above, ib must not 
be forgotten, is the net proceeds over and 
above all assistance and under officials paid 
for ; and more than that, some of the larger 
ollices do not requiro the presence of the 
chief officer, An enquiry iuto the practical 
working of ths cffices goes to show that a 
number of those officials are never found In 
their offices, and the work {fs entirely per- 
formed by subordinates at low salaries, 
From com.aunications received from prac- 
tical mon engaged In subordinate but high- 
ly responsible positions in somo of these 
oftices I have gathored tho following, as, in 
their opinion, the results that would follow 
from changing fees to salaries : 

1. The public would bo better served, 
time and money both being saved. 

2. Greater care would be taken in de 
tails of work, as cheapness is now one of 
the main features. 

8. The men doing the work will be fairly 
paid, which, it is claimed, is not now the 
caso. 

4. The present system often leads to 
corrupt practices on the iguorant, by excess 
of fees and fees which no one should be 
charged. 

5. A payment by salary would make the 
office strictly in the interests of thet public 
and not In the interosts of the individual. 

And here, as to the danger of abuses, let 
me illustrate by a caso that has come under 
my own observation, and to which my at 
tention has been called. A former county 
attorney in a certain county cons'dered the 
cflice worth from $1,000 to $1,200, and 
this was considered the maximum of the 
net emoluments of the office. His suc- 
cessor has worked up the office, as I see by 
the returns, to $2,200. Iam by no means 
alone in questioning thls somewhat extra- 
ordinary increase, and I am informed by 
many persons—without distinction of pol- 
itical bias—who know all the facts of both 
casos that there are no good reasons why 
there should be this additions! cost which 
is .based on increased fees. The former 
county attorney used to advise justices of 
tho peace without charge. The present 
occupant only advises on application by 
letter and then charges the county from 
$2 to $5. Cases of the following kind 
have taken place, magistrates have dis- 
missed cases coming before them, believing 
it in the interest of justice to doso, and 
this county attorney has ordered all the 
papers to be sent him and instituted pro 
ceedings bimself, I kvow a notable case of 
this kind beforea J.P. I have full confi- 
dence in his judgment, 1 fally concurred 
in his action of dismissing the case, ard 
yet it was taken in hand by the county at- 
torney, and a large amount of costs made 
with no particular advantege gained in 
justice. It would be difficult to persuade 
those who know the facts that this would 
have been done underasalary. A compar- 
ison of amounts received by some of theso 
officlals with the salaries of members of the 
Cabinet will show how absurd are the rela- 
tive sums received. A reglatrar paid 
nearly $9,000, while the Premier is paid 
$5,000. A country attorney paid nearly 
$5,000, the Minister of Public Works $4,- 
000. A sheriff paid $8,000 and the Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands, Minister of 
Education and the other members of the 
Cabinet $4,000 each. Five registrars 
and two sheriffs—seven in all—ro- 
ceive net incomes amounting to 
$47,000; while the united salaries of 
the seven cabinet ministers recelving sala- 
ties amounts to only $29,000. 1 have con- 
fined myself to the offices of registrars, 
shoriffs, county attorneys and clerks of the 
peace, as they are the more important so 
far as amounts are concerned, but the same 
argumonts apply, and investigation would 
show similar results in most of the offices 
paid by fees. Do these tests show a satis 
factory state of things? On the contrary, 
do they nob show a highly objectionable 
system that can bring about and perpetuate 
such irregularities in psyments for public 
service? For whom are these offices estab- 
lished ? For the convenience and benefit of 
the people. How should they be conduo‘ed 
in that way and manner that will best serve 
the interests for which these ¢ flices are cre- 
ated. In most of the States these officials 
are paid by salary, and in many examloa- 
tions of the books for information as to titles 
or necessary information in other directions 
are without charge to those Interested. I 
am informed by those who are intimately 
acquainted with the practice in such officer, 
that it is highly satisfactory, and compara- 
tively (with our system) at much less cost. 
Of course there is great variety in the differ- 
ont States, bub largely the practice prevails 
of payment by salary for ofliclals who per 
form similar duties to those to whom I have 
referred. In New York county, which cor- 
responds somewhat to the county of York 
with us, the county clerk and olty rogistrar 
—two distinct offices—are pald by salaries 
in lieu of fees, The fees are charged and 
collected, but turned into the public treas- 
ury. In the city of New York any citizen 
is free to search the records embodied in 
written volumes, which are public property. 
1b la only where something is required to be 
done by the official on request that fees are 
charged. Massachusetts the same ; Con- 
necticut the same. In Illinols thero Is frow 
inspection, bub feos for work done. Penn: 
sylvania courts have docided that ‘records 
are constructive notice to all mankind,” and 
hence should be free. The fees generally 
ere lowor than ours, and while I am not 
prepared to say that enquiry has satisfied 
mo that thelr work is as well dono as ours, 
at the samo time the system of free enquiry 
gives very great satisfaction, 1 think I 
can safely say that l have established tho 
following as facta; (1) That the system 
of payment by fees in the offices ro 
ferred to ts objectionable in principle, as 
fully established in tho results of practice ;

As the cavalcade swept round into The 
Drive, the fashionable carriage way of the 
Park, the great throng of equipages melted 
to the sides of the rond, leaving a clear path 
for the Queen's company to pass through. 
Hats wore raised, and her Majosty slightly 
inclined hor head to the right and lefe. At 
Hyde Park Corner a large crowd was col- 
lected, and as the royal party dashed under 
the arch a cheer went up. ‘Traftic stood still 
in Piceadilly as the potential one was whirl- 
ed across the great thoroughfare, and then 
the carriage and its guard sped alone under 
the drooplug branches of the Queen's Drive 
—where several attempts have beon made on 
her Majesty's life—curving grandly round 
through the gateways of Buckingham 
Palace, which then shut out from public 
view. 

This was the day preceding the first 
Drawing Room of the season, The Queen 
had come down from Windsor to receive the 
girl debutantes and the niatrons hitherto un- 
presented at Buckingham Palace, On the 
day of the Drawing Room sho met less than 
halfof tho company, giving way to the 
Princess of Wales, and going out for her 
regular drive, which she ix not willing to 
miss, even to comply with the usual royal 
functions It wns certainly soniewhat para- 
doxical that, while a long line of splendidly 
attired women was going through the tor- 
turous ordeal of being presented to the Queen, 
the Queen herself was spinning round Hyde 
Park, her mind occupied by the picture of 
springtime promise spread about her, and 
oblivious, no doubt, of the uncomfortable 
throng that her 
was welcoming by proxy. 

Her daughter, the Princess Beatrice, 
does great honor to the purity of blood that 
is supposed to flow in royal yoins, and the 
august mother may point to her with pride 
and say that it was not necessary for ber 
(the Queen) to have granddaughters to show 
that theline of beauty was by no means 
obsolete in the family of Guelph. Princess 
Beatrice possesses one of the purest, best- 
modeled and sweetest faces I have seen in 
England. The poise of the head, the fineness 
of the features, the soft expression of the 
eyes, and the tender smile combine to create 
an effect that can only be associated with 
women of queenly character. She is high- 
bred to her finger tips, that is evident at a 
glance, and, unless all indications are decep- 
tive, she isas pure and modestin heart as she 
is lovely of mien 

Beatrice is thé Queen's youngest daughter, 
and is 35 years old. Like all the younger 
children of monarchs, she has been kept in 
the background during the greater part of 
her life, and it was not until she married 
Prince Henry of Battenberg, six yenrsd ago, 
that the public became acquainted with her, 
Her marriage with Battenberg has not 
brought any prestige to her, For some rea- 
son that young maa is not regarded with 
much respect by tho English people and is 
generally ridiculed in all the public prints 
whenever he performs an official actin his 
capacity as son-in-law-in-waiting to her Ma- 
jesty. The Queen being especially attached 
to her youngest daughter, has her with her 
A great part of the time, and, Battenberg, 
as husband. is permitted to lingor near. This 
German prince who is insuch public disfavor 
isa slender young man, with a delicate, and 
not altogether happy countenance, that is 
adorned by a pretty little pointed beard, In 
appearance he is distinctly the inferior of 
his handsome wife, and, as IL saw him this 
week with the royal party at the horss show 
he seemed quite destitute of that perfect 
grace of manner, that savoir faire, without 
which royalty misses its first char | eristic, 
He is thought very handsome, but bis beauty 
is that of a provincial cotilion leader 
unpleasant prettiness of a fa 
goods clork. 
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The condition of great grandmothership is 
such an old story to the Queen that the anti- 
cipation now agitating the House of Fife has 
not very much excitement in it for her. Her 
enterprising young grandson, the Emperor 
of Germany, conferred the additional title 
upon bis serene grandmother some years ago 
and has strengthened it with great regular- 
ity on several subsequent occasions, There 
is no sentiment, however, existing in Eng- 
land for the little German great-grandchild- 
ron, and the Duchess of Fife will have the 
gratification that she deserves—of delighting 
the nation with a royal child of the fourth 
generation 

It is rather startling to find the opinion 
openly expressed insome of the disrespect- 
ful London publications that it would be a 
rather pleasant change if the good old Queen 
could be comfortably disposed of and the 
gay Prince end the throne 
With Victoria in power the English court 
has become the dullest in all Europe.

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DR. RAINSFORD AND THE BULLY, 


How the Popular Preacher Gained a 


Warm Admirer, 


The Rey. Dr. W.S. Rainsford, the liberal 
and aggressive rector of St. George’s Church, 
New York, who recently called forth a pro 
test trom his brethren of the Episcopal 
Church by inviting a Unitarian clergyman 
to preach from his pulpit, is pleasantly re- 
mombered in Toronto and Canada, 

A New York correspondent, who had been 
writing about the protest against Dr, Rains- 
ford’s action regarding the Unitarian win- 
ister, added a story about him which, while 
amusing, illustrates the power and influence 
which he has gained over the rougher cle- 
ments from which much of his congregation 
has been obtained. It was at an evening 
mission service where frequently loafers and 
bullies enter in the spirit of mischief, 

Dr, Rainsford believes in force when it is 
necessary. One of the acts of Christ which 
it especially charms him to read was the ex- 
pulsion of the money-changers from the 
temple by the Savior with violence. He has 
frequently had to eject bullies and disorder- 
ly persons from his nicetings. At the mis- 
sion meeting mentioned above, a muscular 
strapping fellow appeared and took a seat 
by the door, evidently bent on mischief. As 
soon as Dr, Rainsford saw him, he knew 
that an ejectment would occur before the 
meeting was over, 

The fellow began his pranks and Dr. 
Rainsford went to him and cautioned him 
toact in a seemly manner, or else to leave 
the room. The bully was insolent and the 
doctor was courageous. The ministerial 
fist grasped the bully’s collar, and after a 
momentary tug the power of the Church 
Militant was demonstrated to the entire 
satisfaction of the bully, as he found him- 
self landed upon the outer steps, 

A few ininutés later he returned, and fol- 
lowing bim was another strapping big fel- 
low, whom Dr. Rainsford supposed wasa 
companion. The rector said to himself, 
“Now, [shall bave a circus; I shall have to 
put them both out.” The second bully began 
to make trouble at once, and Dr. Rafnsford 
Went to himand commanded him to behave 
himsélf or leave. He, too, was insolent, and 
the doctor was about to attack him, keeping 
one eye fixed on the other man, 
when, of a stidden, the second one 
said; “Soy, look a’ hero, me and Rains 
ford cun clean out a half a dozen 
toughs like you, and if you don't look we'lj 
fire yer out head first, Dye hear me!” 

The second bully collapsed immediately, 
aud Dr, Rainsford held out bis hand to the 
first man, who grasped it warmly and ex- 
pressed his respect for a man who could 
collar him and put hitn out of doors. He 
has, since then, become one of the doctor's 
warmest admirers, and bids fair to become 
a useful citizen.

Beau, | April , 19,—Princs Bismarck’s 
failure to secure 4 majority iu the Geeste- 
munde election for the Reichstag on Wednes- 
day gives, equal, pleasure to those, who hate 
him and to those whohate Germany. The 
French, or at least the Parisinn press, the 
German Socialists and the German Emperor 
all rejoice together, The best opiniou seems 
to bs that Prince Bismarck will be chosen on 
the second ballot. He polled uearly twice as 
many votes as his chief competitor, who is a 
Socialist. [in Germany a majority vote 
is necessary], and can only be beaten by a 
coalition between the Socialists, Radicals and 
Guelphs, which will not be casy to bring 
about, 

Prince Bismarck has tacitly consented to 
stand a reballot in Geestemunde, but he also 
consents to become a candidate in the Lehe 
district, where he is certain of return, the 
electorate being almost purely Conservative, 

The Geestemunds district Is situated in the 
province of Hanover, which formerly was a 
kingdom and was annexed to Prussia 35 
years ago, The province isas loyal to Ger- 
man unity as any other portion of the em- 
pire, but has still a large | clement..of people 
that entertain a sentimental attachment for 
the fallen dynasty and cherish the memories 
of the time when Hanover was an independ- 
ent German state, This sentimentin favor 
of a lost cause has little practical importance, 
bat it’ gives the name of Guelphs to a con- 
servative oppo-ition party confined to this 
single province.

Throoghout the region all Friday night the 
earth fairly trembled with & succession of 
shocks following the explosion of Wynamite 
bombs at Leiseuring No. 3 of the Frick 
Brothers’ works The crowd of strikers 
gathered on the hill,and at one time 30 
bombs were exploded simultaneously, tearing 
great holes in tho earth, breaking windows 
in many houses and frighteniug the people 
for miles around by the terrific roar. 

At Leisenring yesterday morning Deputy 
Sheriff Crawford aud a posse ‘were serving 
writs of ojectment, whon they were captured 
by ‘au’ angry mob and harshly treated, 
Deputy Sanner was knocked senseless, It is 
feared be will die, 

Ap effort will be made this week with a 
largo force to évict the strikers and trouble 
will follow, as hundreds are to be turned out, 
Secretary Parker of the labor organization 
has orderod 1000 tents, which will be used for 
sheltering evicted persons.

This system originated in Birmingham, 
Kog., in 1781, and its complete success as 
6 means of saving ls demonstrated by the 
fact that there are at present between 3,000 
aud 6,000 of theseco oporativeorganizations 
in the United States, with « constant in- 
vostmont of 800,000,000, while the acoum- 
ulation ucder this plan of saving during the 
last forty years has amounted to from 
$500,000,000 to $760,000,000. 

Tholr plan of operations is as follows 

A numbor of persons who can pay a small 
amount por month, rauging from 60 conts 
upwards to a certain limit, agree to pool 
thelr funds every month and lend the 
amount thus raised to any ono of their num- 
ber, who wishés to cithor builda house, pay 
off a mortgage on any property he already 
owns, or pay any other obligation on the 
vory easy condition, that security be 
givon for the amount advancod to him, 
The great secret of the success of this bys- 
tem is that the funds aro sil compounded 
monthly. Money compounded, even 
at as long intervals as yearly, oarns 
amounts incredible to all but 
mathematicians, but to compound monthly 
12 times a year, produces results quite 
startling to the novice, 

The value of the shares of an association 
is usually $100, and a momber will pay 
monthly 60 cents per share until the profits 
mature his shares, which in an association 
loaning its funda at oace, occurs in about 
soven yoars, 

Moot associations charge for entrance fee 
$1 per share to pay expenses, which are 
small, and are limited by Act of Parllament 
and thus render the shares non-assessable. 

The funds accumulated are loaned to 
members only, ab usually 5 or 6 per cent. 
interest and a premium for the use of the 
money. 

To give an example of the profis of ten 
shares to a non borrowing member the ma- 
tured value of which is $1,000: I can save 
easily $6 per month, which is the amount 
reqnired to pay monthly for 10 shares at 60 
cents pershare My entrance feo is $1 per 
share, making my payments to an Associa- 
tlon maturing in 7 years or 84 months $514, 
yielding me in 7 years $1,000, or the hand- 
some profit of $486. This, under any other 
system but compounding my $6 monthly, 
would be impossible, and {s only made pos: 
sible by the union of many sma!) amounts 
with mine, which oan be Invested at once; 
aud it has been proved by experience that 
the applications for loans in these Assocla- 
tions are nearly always in excess of the 
funds to be loaned. ‘Suppose, on the other 
hand, that 1 am a borrowing member, I 
have a lot of land valued at $200, upon 
which I wish to build o house costing say 
$1,000. I pay my entrance fee of $1 each 
on ten shares, $10, and receive $1,000 to 
build my housé and repay $6 per month for 
84 months, $504 ; interest at 6% on $1,000 
for 7 years or 84 months, that is to say, $5 
per month, $420 ; premium 40o. per share 
per month, or in 7 years $336 ; making my 
total payments $1,270, or $270 more than 
the amount I borrowed, belng $38.58 per 
annum on a loan of $1,000, or $3,85 per 
cent, per annum on my loan. 

.. This money I never could have borrowed 
from any other than my Association, as 
they have inquired into my circumstances 
and ability to pay and my moral character, 
and have only paid over the money as the 
work progresses, that is to say one-third of 
the $1,000 when the wallsare up, one-third 
when the roof js on and one-third when fin- 
ished, belng thus enabled to lend close to 
the value of the finlehed house. I can now

‘Ihe accidont was due to a conflict of 
A despatch was sent that the trains 
should moet at Oberlin, seven miles east, and 
almost immediately it was followed by 
another announcing Kipton as the meeting 
place, hut the latter wastoolate, No, 21 had 
come almost to a standstill when the collision 
oceurred, whilo the other train was running 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour. The track 
was cleared some two hours after and the 
passengers on train 14 brought to this city, 

The bodies of the dead were horribly man- 
gled. . Limbs were torn off and the bodies 
crushed out of almost all semblance to human 
boings. The accident isthe most frightful 
that ever happened on the division of the 
Lake Shore road and tho first serious disaster 
to the fast mail, 

Romatned At His Post, 

Charles Topliff, the engineer of the fast 
mail, remained bravely at his post and was 
found with his hand onthe throttle, dead. 
His hands and face were so badly scalded 
that the blackened flesh dropped fromthe 
bones when his body was taken out. Fire 
man Staley of the fast mail jumped from 
the train and escaped with a broken leg and 
dislocated shoulder, The doctors said he 
would recover. The poor postal clerks had 
notachance to escape. They were caged 
like rats,and the telescoping of the cars 
crushed the life out of them without a 
moment’/s warning. 

It is difficult to locate the blame for the 
accident, as both the engineers are dead. It 
is said, however, that No, 21 was ordered to 
stop at Oberlin but went on to Kipton and 
had not sufficient time to make the side track. 


A Tramp Killed.

UNDERNEATH THE GROUND, 


A Coal Mine Cage Was Suspended While 
200 Miners Buried Alive Belaw 
Momentarily Expected Death, 

Lonpon, April 20,—Two large cages or 
cars used for hoisting and lowering men and 
material ina colliery in the Longton (Staf- 
fordshire) coal district, while one of them 
was being hoisted and the other was being 
lowered, came into violent collision and were 
smashed to pleces, The result was that 
the shaft was badly damaged and choked 
up with debris, thus cutting off communica- 
tion with 200 miners whom the accident 
imprisoned in the mine below. For 14 
hours the minera were shut upin the mine, 
practically buried alive, This was a period 
of terrible suspense for their families and 
friends, who crowded about the pit in a 
state of greatagitation and distress, Eventu- 
ally a small hole was pierced through the 
mass of wreckage and earth clogging the 
shaft, and it was found possible to lower 
food by means of a rope to the imprisoned 
miners. Further work upon the passage en- 
abled the men engaged in the work of rescue 
to haul the 200 miners one by one out of the 
mine by using buckets, to which ropes were 
fastened. 


Miners Killed and Injured. 

Berwin, April 20.—Tho walls of the Ger- 
mania pit near Gelsenkirchen collapsed yes- 
terday, burying a large number of miners in 
the ruins. Four men were killed outright 
and several injured. Many of the men are 
entombed in tho mine and their. fate is un- 
certain, though it is thought they will be 
rescued. 


Heavy Glasgow Failure, 

GuLasgow, April 2>.—Arrol Bros, of this 
city have suspended payment, Thoir labili- 
ties ara heavy; assets not known. Tho 
Arrol Bros, are not connected with Sir Wil- 
liam Arrol, the builder of the Forth bridge. 
The firm was concerned in the Buenos Ayres 
transactions, The failure is attributed to 
non-receipt of remittances from Buenos 
Ayres and to the suspension of the Renfrew 
Forge and Steel Company. 


Why Davitt Was Ineligible, 

Lonpon, April 20,—William Henry Smith 
in the House of Commons to-day, replying 
toaquestion in regard to Michael Davitt 
not being made a member of the Royal 
Labor Commission, said Davitt's evidence 
before the Parnell special commission, with 
the fact that he had been convicted of 
treason and felony, unfitted him to sit on the 
commission.

Dogs Famous in History. 


Canines Whose Virtues and Acts Have 
Given them thé Fame of Heroes, 


The Grecks raised statues to their doge. 
Socrates swore by his dog, and Alexander 
the Great honored his by building a city 
with magnificent temples, wh‘ch he dedi- 
cated to its memory. 

Plutarch mentions a sagacious dog that 

ing Pyrrhus found beside the murdered 
body of his master, Afterward ib sprung 
fiercely upon two of the King’s soldiers, 
thus polnting them out as the murderers, 

The memory of ‘‘the dog of Marathon” 
llyes with the mémory of the Grecian 
heroes who fell with ib in that famous bat- 
tle against the Persian hosts. 

A monument was built over the remains 
of the dog owned by Xantippus, the father 
of Pericles, Denied admission upon his 
master’s ship, he swam alongside of ib from 
Athens to Salamis and fell dead from ex- 
haustion at the feet of Xantippus the mo- 
ment he stepped upon the shore. 

Homer erected a beautifal momorial to 
Arges, the dog owned by Ulysses—not out 
of marble, bus in fervent verse that 
is far more enduring. When Ulysses, after 
his long wanderings, returned to his home, 
disguised as a beggar, his dog, then 20 years 
old, blind.and feeble, was the firat to recog- 
nize him. d 

There wasa dog named Soter, so noted 
among the Corinthians for his fidelity and 
watohfulness that he was voted a silver 
collar, on which the inscripton, ‘*Corinth’s 
Defender and Deliverer.” 

Another dog famous in history is ‘*the 
dog of Aubry,” that belonged to De Mont- 
didier, a brave officor under Charles V. of 
France. He saved his master from drown 
ing, and, finding his body some time after- 
ward in the forest, watched beside it for 
days until reduced almost to a skeleton 
from bunger. During a game of tennis, 
Montdidier had a dispute with a brother 
officer named Macaire, and the latter way- 
laid and murdered him in the forest. One 
day the dog met Maoaire in the streets of 
Paris, and, actuated by some rare inatinot, 
sprang upon hifm and would havo killed 
him had not the people inte: fered. 

Macaire was suspected of being the as- 
sassip, and Charles the Wiso ordered the 
{esue to be decided by a battle between the 
dog and Macaire on the Island of Notre 
Dame. The man was allowed a club and a 
shleld, and the dog a cask to which he 
might retreat when hard beset. The dog 
scorned the place of refuge, and in the 
second encounter fastened his teethin his 
antagonist’s throat, Maoaire confessed his 
guilt and was afterward executed.—Goodion

Mr, Dryden is 
a very respectable farmer in the county of 
Ontario; owns a large farm that is well 
and systematically cultivated. He has also 
a considerable notoriety as a stock breeder. 
He has been in the House a number of 
years, but has never been noted for the 
part he took in legislation. Itis said that 
Awrey—a farmer—is jealous of Dryden's 
selection and rather enjoyed the state of 
things, Whatever the future may develop, 
one thing is certaln—the Dept. of Agricul- 
ture estimates were severely criticised and 
& poor, very poor defence was made. This 
reminds me to take alook at the Ministers, 
Mr. Mowat appears to be tn his usual form, 
now over 71 years ; Fraser, Minister of 
Public Works, appears to be suffering from 
ill-health, a trouble of the throat and ahaa’ 
he is often out of the House this session. 
Hardy, Commissioner of Crown Lands, is 
still the “little thunder,” when occaslons 
require and sits always watchful of the tac- 
tics of the Opposition, His natty red tie 
seems a favorite of his, for he has worn one 
for years. He does not get the credit for 
the judicial fairness of his decisions as did 
his predecessor the late T. B. Pardee, 
The late Commissioner's death was a loss to 
the House. Next comes the Minister of 
Education, G, W. Ross, an able man, no 
doubt, but a wily, cunning politician. His 
ability is ackuowledged, but he is entirely 
distrusted by the Opposition. As Meredith 
said the other night in discussing the 
School Bill, **l distrust the minister. He 
never goes straight at what he wants to ac- 
complish. Ho is a still hunter and goes up 
the concession aud down the side line, when 
he might better, if he is honest, go straight 
to the mark,” Heisa hard worked man, 
and gives great attention to all educational 
matters. Gibson, of Hamilton, Frovinolal 
Secretary, is the popular man of the Oabi- 
net. Fair in his rulings as chairman of the 
Private Bill Committes, genial and always 
gentlemanly, heis liked by both sides of 
the House, He is a good administrator. 
Ais hard fight for a seat was somewhat 
compensated for by the bye election. We 
have one more paid member, Mr. Harcourt, 
Provincial Treasurer, from Monok, who 
took the place of A. M. Ross, pensioned off 
with a Toronto, office with routine duties 
worth between $5,000 and $6,000, Lam 
told. He was master of thesituation, He 
was unpopular with his own party, and 
thero was danger if he ran of defeat, and 
he would run, so he was ‘bought off,” so 
the story goes. The plea was ‘‘failiog 
health.” His successor is a genial, pleasant 
man, made a very good speech in bringing 
down his badget, and so far is liked all 
around. Time will tell of his ability, Aud 
now comes the member ‘without port folio, ' 
Hon. Mr. Bronson, of Ottawa. He js the 
head of the firm of Bronson & 
Weston, who operate largely in tho 
northern part of the Oounty of Hast- 
ings. He ts sald to have wealth—which 
came to him as the son of his father. He 
is a plain, unassuming man of quiet habits, 
with nothiog in his appearance to Indicate 
special ability ; but his character,no doubt, 
and belng a lumberman representing the 
Ottawa lumber interest, are the reasons for 
his seat In the Oabinet. He is looked upon 
asa strong party man, but desiring to bo fair, 
1 am told he bolleves in Mowat porsonally. 

Of the elght members of the Cabinet, 5 
are Preabyterians, 1 Catholic, 1 Baptist, 1 
Ohurch of England; Mowat, Ross, Bron- 
son, Gibson, and Harcourt Pregbyterians— 
Fraser Catholic, Dryden Baptist, Hardy 
Oburch of England,

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THE TOTTEN PREDICTION, 


How Ho Made His Calculations as to the 
Second Coming of Christ. 


New Haven,’ Conn., April 20.—Prof. 
C. A. L, Totten of the Sheffield Scientific 
School of Yale, who has made a matbemati- 
cal calculation, founded on Biblical truths, 
which he says proves beyoud peradventure 
that the Messiah will come again in 1599, 
said to-day: 

“Some newspapers have published that I 
predict the end of the world within this 
century. Thatistheirerror, not mine, I 
don’t think that the end will come fora 
miljion years, and I haven't made my 
prophecy about itatall. My remarks were 
neither comprehended nor even apprehend- 
ed. But here is what I do declare—not 
prophecy, for the prophecy is already told 
in the Bible in the parables of the laborers 
in the vineyard and the virgins with their 
lamps, 

“A generation, in its true Biblical sense, is 
three score and ten years—70 years—and so the 
57 generations, traced through the genealogies 
in the Old Testament, equal 3990 years, and 
hence the 58th generation began with 3991 
(year of the world). The hours mentioned 
in the vineyard are each 153 years. So, mul- 
tiplying these by the 12 hours, we have 1836, 
which, added to 3991, equals 5827 years of 
the world and the completion of the vine- 
yard parable, Then, as the work naturally 
concluded at sundown, the parable of the 
virgins and their lamps properly follows. 
And this parable, according to tbe text, re- 
presents one generation—70 years—which, 
added to the 5827, makes 5897. 

“Now, this 5897 A.M. (year of the world) 
corresponds to March, 1899. Why! For 
these reasons; Caesar pushed the beginning 
of the old Hebrew year from the autumnal 
equinox (in September) ahead to March. 
England pushed the year ahead from March 
to January, and Pope Exignus mistook the 
beginning of 4001 for 4000 in computing the 
birth of Christ. We thus gained six months 
plus three months plus one year, which 
equals one and three-quarter years Deduct 
from 5897 thus and we have 5895, the time 
at which the bridegroom will come and will 
find some ofthe virgins with their lampS 
untrimmed. 

©The 58V5\¢ year since the birth of Adam 
will see the bridegroom, who of course is 
none other than Christ himself. Now, what 
is 589544 A.M. in our A.D. years! Herod, 
ordered all the innocents of two years and 
younger to be put to death, and in a very 
short time after that the eclipse of the moon 
took place. It took placein the year 3098, 
according to Josephus, and Herod died in 
that year, too. Now Herod limited his 
order to children of two years, because 
about two years before the magi informed 
him of the birth of the Saviour. So Christ 
was born tivo yoars before the eclipse and 
the death of Herod took place two years be- 
fore 3998, that is, 8906. So now subtract 3996 
birth of Christ) from 58954¢ A.M. to find the 
A.D, year, and you leave 18994 A. D., or in 
March, 1899, the bridegroom will come and 
awaken the foolish virgins. 

‘* When you see the buds bursting you know 
that harvest will follow in time asa natural 
consequence, and he who notes the signs of 
the times will see that the appearance of the 
bridegroom is not far off.

I say simply that at His second coming Christ 
will make the world better, as He did at His 
first,”

On This Continent, 

New York, April 21.—In the United 
States the situation is just as deplorable. 
The bituminous coal trade bas sulfored a ter- 
rible blow from the coke strike and will suffer 
a greater one on May 1. As far as ia known 
up to this time tho oight-hour slike of May 1 
will be joinedin by the 15,000” bituminous 
miners of the Olearflold, Huntingdon and 
Broad Top region and the 10,000 men in 
what is known as the Pittsburg district of 
railroad minors, The latter aro distributed 
along tho Baltimore and Ohfo, Pennsylvania 
and Pan Handle lines within a radius of 75 
miles of Pittsburg. Tho 50,000 coal minors 
of Obfo, West Virginia, Indiana and Uknols 
are also in the movement, and most of them 
will make a stand for the eight-hour day, 

fo New York the situation is alarming, 
and halfa-dozen trades unions will go out of 
work’on the refusalof an ecight-bour day. 
AtSt Louis the outlook is black. Carpen-

DIVORCES £N PHILADELPHIA, 
une 


>We clip the following from the Philadel- 
phia Press of the 16th March.’ 1t portrays 
a ntate of society not at all commendable, 
yet {tis the country to which our unre- 
stricted Grits desire to annex us. The 
Press says: 

“The remarkable increase in| divorces in 
this city, an Increase from 1880 to 1890 
néarly twice as fast as tha: in population, 
which will shock many and nearly all not 
already familiar with the facta. 

“But this increase is tot one-half so re- 
remarkablevas the change inthe past de- 
cade in the sentiments of society and the 
community at large upon’ the;position and 
reception of divorced couples and those who 
marry one Or the other parties toa divorce. 
The divorce law of this state has been un- 
changed for years. The iccrease in the 
number of divorces has gone on with tol- 
erable regularity for thirty or forty years 
past, Each decade has seen more divorces 
than the preceding, and each has also seen 
increasing attention in press and pulpit to 
the evils of divorce. 

“This Increase has been gradual. The 

change in the attitude of the community to 
the social position of men and women who 
have gone through a divorce court has been 
radical, sudden, and overwhelming. It has 
nearly all taken place in ten, certainly in 
twenty yoars, and it has affected all classes, 
the rich and the poor, the religious and 
the frreligious, city and country. Divorce, 
if no special disgrace or scandal attends the 
separation, can scarcely be sald longer to 
carry a stigma or in the community at 
large a serious condemnation, and in all 
grades of society It has become if a bar,if bar 
{t 8, which only tact and time are needed 
to surmount in the return to full social ac- 
ceptance, 

“This change, which must be apparent 
to everyone, is a far more serious one than 
any increase in the number of divorces, and 
it has had thus far but little attention.”

“Applications for divores in this city and final 
decrees breaking the marital tic have in ten 
years incressed bsyond all proportion to the 
increase in population.”

(Ulttawa Citizen.) 

Tho local organ of Sir Richard Cartwright 
finds great pleasure in gloating ovor what 
it is ploased to call “the exodus from the 
O:tawa Valloy,” and points with touch of 
pride, as much as to say, **choro, I did that! 
to the statement that **Emigranta’ eflycts 
formed the second largeat item in the ex 
ports from tho Ottawa consular district to 
the United States in the first quarter of 
1890,"". The organ says, *The $4,625 worth 
of omigrants’ etlects shipped from Ottawa 
to the United States during tho past threo 
months indicates a protty large exodus of 
people during that time ;" but neglecta to 
state that almost the whole of that amount 
represented tho cflvcts of a party which re 
cently left hero for Seattle, one of tho 
“boom” towns on the Pacific coast. And 
how has that party fared? By a curlous 
colneidence last night's Journal contains 
the sequel to the exodus story of the Mres 
Press, Horo it is: 

**A propos of the recent exodus to Seattle, 
Weshington, a letter was received a fow 
days back from one of the Ottawa families 
who formed part of tho oxodus, saying they 
were starving and begglog for money to 
help them to return home, Their friends 
are now trying to raise money enough to 
bring them back, bub owing to tho slack 
times In Lower Town, have not yot been 
able to make up the sum required. A 

small sum to purchase food was sent them. 
The head of the family had a small but 
thriving little business in Ottawa, and was 
earning enough to bring up his family in 
respectability. Hoe had put away $500 
when the Liberal blue ruin ory and the 
Seattle craze together reached him, and he 
joined the exodus. Parb of his $500 went 
in fares and the reab in buying food, while 
he vainly sought for work. He writes that 
the country is overran with people out of 
work who scramble like desperadoes for 
every little chance to make a few ents. 
Not until his money had entirely disap- 
peared and his wife and little ones were 
actually without food and shelter did hsap- 
peal to hin Ottawa relatives and disclose 
the truth. They had supposed he was 
making a fortune and many of his Lower 
Town friends were preparing to sell off 
and follow him, Fortunately for them, 
tlmes were slow and it proved hard work 
the past winter to dispose of anything, 
otherwise probably twenty more families 
would haye gone to Soattle to share she 
sofferlogs of those already there." 

Comment on the above is unnecessary.

The general position of the live stock 
markéts remains sbout as it was last week.

Lonpon, April 21.—The natives of Portu- 
guese Guinea, west coast of Africa, have re- 
volted and have hoisted the French flag. 
The garrison on the island of Bisao has been 
overpowered and al) the Portuguese officers 
and soldiers massacred, 

The rebels on the Island of Bissao number 
6000. They have had two battles with the 
Portuguese and have completely routed 
them, 400 native levies and four Portuguese 
officers being killed and 21 men wounded. In 
addition 71 men are reported missing. Rein- 
forcoments will be sent from Lisbon to the 
scene of the revolt.

The abstract of business done by the In- 
surance companies of Canada last yoar, has 
been issued by the Departmenc of Finance. 
Tho fire premiunis received totalled $5,841, - 
628—an increaso of a quarter of a million 
over 1889.. The Royal leads with $552,723, 
followed by the Western with $335,190; 
the Liverpool, London & Globe with $279,- 
594 ; Commercial Union, $318,697 ; North 
British, $313,247; the Queen, $262,485 ; 
and the Lancashire, $253,229, Of the total 
of $5,841,628, the British companies recoiy- 
ed $4,071,452; the Canadian companies, 
$1,249,884 ; and the American companies 
$520,292. The losses paid by fire compa- 
nies reached $3,205,376, which was 54 84 
per cent of the premiums recelved against 
51.47 in 1889. The gross amount of fire 
risks taken during the year'was $607,688,- 
511. 

The premium income of the life com- 
panies during the year was $8,167,473, a 
slight decreaso from the previous year. 
The amount of life insvrance in force In 
Canada is $248,327,052, of which $40,789, - 
971 was effectedin 1890, This isa decrease 
of four millions since 1889,

The 
situation across the line has been greatly 
aggravated by the operation of the McKin- 
ley act.

Portugal Not in It. 

Op the other hand, it is undorstood that 
the Portuguese Governmedot has assured the 
British Goveroment that Portugal has not 
In any Way couufepanced the Boers’ pro- 
jected raid, and should the Boers obey the 
injunctions of their. President this incident, 
which threatened to have serious conse- 
quences, may bé said to’ have. blown over. 
The Boers, however, are a very crafty race, 
and their proximity to and meddling with 
the territoryr;about which Portugal and 
Great Britain are disputing may yet lead to 
dangerous complications. 


ENGLAND'S REVENUE. 


An Excess of Over $7,000,000 inthe Esti-

LONDON, April 23.—The Budget was sub- 
mitted to the House of Commons this after- 
noon by Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Mr. Goschen said there 
Was ab Xcess of £1,750,000 over the 
surplus which® bo suggested in» 1889, 
but —_— there was no ‘certainty © that 
a progressive increass woul!’ be main- 
tained, as the needs of Ireland had increased 
the expenditure by £200,000. Mr, Goschea 
Pstimated the revenue for the coming year 
would amount to £90,450,000, and the ex- 
penditures to £85,440,000.

Trouble Attending the Eviction of Strikers’ 
Families in Pennsylvania—The Sheriff 
Faorlously Attacked By Women 
Scorrpa.e, Pa., April 23.—Shortly ofter 
noon to-day Sheriff MeCormick with depu- 
ties began making evictions at Leissnring 
No. 3. A Huvgurian woman named Glasbko 
shot at McCormick, the ball ioflictinga pain- 
ful flesh wound in the band. The sheriff 
grappled with the woman and wrested the 
revolver from her. She then secured an ax 
and attacked tue sberiff with the weapon, 
cutting bis foot. McCormick then drew ao 
revolver and shot the woman, fatally injur- 
ing ber. By this timo a great crowd of 
strikers had gathered and one Hungariau 
made for the sneriff. McCormick shot the 
man in the mouth. The deputies were 
gatbored in a knot by this time and» the 
evictions were carried through, but mot 
until the deputies fired into the Hungarians 

again.

The Delegates’ Petition 

A statemont was then read by Sir William 
Whiteway, Premier and Attorney-General 
of Newfoundland, Sir William detailed the 
objections of the Newfoundlanders to Lord 
Kuutsford's coercive bill and concluded with 
the following proposals, which he said 
ought, in the opinion of the delegates, 
and the people of Newfoundland to bo ac- 
cepted by the Imporial Government asa so0- 
lution of the oxisting diMficultias 

That the Newfoundland Legislature pass 
immediately an act authorizing the execu- 
tion for this year of the modus viveodi and 
of the award of the arbitration comiis- 
sion, together with all © treaties and 
declarations under instructions from the 
Queen in Council, That further progress of 
the Knutsford bill be deferred tmtil the 
passage of the above act and that the present 
arbitration agreement shall not be allowed 
to operate beyond the lobster question 
without obtaining the prior consent 
of Newfoundland, in which case the 
colony shall be represented on tho com- 
mission, That Newfoundland desires that 
the agreement be for unconditional arbitra- 
tion on all points that eitber party can raise 
under the treaties. If this can be arranged 
between Great Britain and France New- 
foundland willask to be represented upon 
the arbitration commission and will pass an 
act to enforce the execution of the awards of 
the commission. 

Sir William Whiteway added that the 
Newfoundland delegates regret that up to 
the present moment these proposals 
baye not only not been accepted 
but that, no hope has been held 
out that they ever will be accepted. Their 
adoption, be said, would immediately cause 
excitement in Newfoundland to subside and 
would induce peace under conditions which 
would make coercion by warship extremely 
difficult. The Newfoundland premier added 
that if the Knutsford bill became law it 
would have been forced upon a resentful 
people, but if proposals of the Newfoundland 
delegates were adopted every good object of 
the’ bill would be pleasantly attained. 
The enactment of the bill would leave a 
rankling wound in the bearts of the colonists 
and would establish a precedent which 
would ever give a feeling of insecurity 
to every self-governing ‘colony. in 
offering on behalf of the Colonial 
Législature of Newfoundland,” continued the 
Premier,” to enact laws providing for the 
honorable fulfilment of obligatons of an ex- 
ceedingly ardyous kind, we are animuted by 
aspirit of patriotism and deyotion to the 
Empire, Persistence in passage of 
the bill, therefore, will be a poor 
retun for the faith in ~ Parlia- 
ment which animated the Newfound- 
land Legislature in sending us to the bar of 
the House of Lords.”

Keeping Track of Wires. 

Tho manner in which the olectric light 
compauies keep track of the wires they 
string over a city is curious and yery simple, 
A board about three feet long and two feet 
wide is secured anda heavy piece of card-, 
board is tacked on it. Then a diagram of 
the city is drawn, showing all the streots, 
Now comes the laying out of the pvires, l’ins 
are then stuck into the cardboard on cach 
street, on which wires are strung, and around 
each pin twine is placed. The twine starts 
from the central electric station, and follow- 
ing it up any wire can be traced, When 
there are more than one line of wires on a 
street the number is represented by striugs 
on the chart,

The Mining Regulations Kuguge the At-

In 
Michigan,although the mines were purchased 
from the Government in feo simple, the 
great bulk of them were worked on pay- 
mont of a royalty of about 50 per cent to the 
owners. The Government believed that a 
royalty of 3 per cent. on silver, nickel or 
nickel and copper wasa very moderate ono, 
it bad been urged that a royalty of 2 per 
cent, on iron was unfair because of the duty 
collected by the United States and because 
there was no developmeut of that industry, 
instead of imposing a royalty of 2 per cent. 
absolutely, he thought that iron might be 
placed on the permissive list embraced in 
the clause. ‘‘All other ores shall be subject to 
such royalty as shall be from time to time 
imposed by order-in-council not exceeding 3 
per cent.”

An infidel chomist 
or a minoralogist would pronounce the latter 
worth more than the former, but Job makes 
an intelligent comparison, looks at religion 
and then looks atthe crystal aud pronounces 
the former asof far stiperior value to the lat- 
ter, oxclaiming in the words of my text, “the 
erystal chnnot equal it.” 

Now, itis nota part of my sermonic de 
sign to depreciate the crystal, whether it be 
found in Cornish mine or Hartz mountainor 
Mammoth Cavo or tinkling among the pen- 
dants of the chandeliers of a palace, The 
crystal is the star of the mountain; it is the 
queen of the cave; it is the cardlrop of the 
hills; it finds its heaven in the diamond 
Among all the pages of natural history 
there is no page more interesting to 
meé'than the page crystallographic, But 
I want to show you that right 
whon taking religion in one hand and the 

crystal in’ the other, he declared that 
the former was of far more value and 
beauty than the latter, recommending 
it toall the people and to all the ages, 
“The crystal cannot equal it.”

Farm Notes. 

It is time that hotbed plants were started. 

Onions, lettuce, pens, beets, radish, and 
Spinach can be sown as soon as the soil can 
be worked.

In 
the garden especially it is difficult to get the 
oil too rich,

Color your butter through feed and breed. 

No manure, no salt, no combination of 
salts, gives full vigor of vegetation while 
nitrogen is absent.

Lice may not appear in great numbers 
this month, but they will be along in due 
time if let alone. Itis just as well to satur- 
ate the perches with kerosene, burn up old 
filthy nests, and put dry lime in the bottom 
of now nests, and to whitewash all coops in- 
side and out with hot lime wash. 

Asearly in spring as the ground can be 
worked, cultivate tho currant patch and 
clean ouc all grass from around the roots. If 
coal ashes in sufficient quantity can be obtain- 
ed, cover the ground around every bush with 
a thick coat. The ashes actas a mulch to 
«cep the soil moist and loose, and discourage 
the currant worm.

Now whon Water carrylog in 
svlution cearbonlo acid — and the 
crust of the earth abounds In both—finds 
access to these metals by percolation, a 
chemical action must take place, and the 
results will bo the production of a series of 
hydrocarton compounds, This establishes 


ot the earth. The apecilic gravity of both 
oll and ges belong much lighter than water, 
they are bound to seok a higher level, which 
they do by permeating the porous rocks 
which form the various atrata of tho earth's 
surface and oscaplng wherever thoro is an 
outlet. In thelr upward course they [ro- 
quently moet with a fold or undulation, 
twchuically called on ‘*anticlinal.” These 
folds or undulations usually take the form 
of a ridgo or tableland, and when covered 
in on both top and sides with a close stra 
tum of shale they form a reservoir for gas 
and oil, and when discovered and devel- 
oped by the drill are called gas and oil 
fields, The extent and value of thoso fields 
depend entirely on the geological surround- 
Inga of each, and only a very few general 
rales can be laid down for the discovery of 
these folds, a heavy shale covering being 
one of the most important requisites. Dr, 
Selwyn, director of the Geological Survey 
of Canada, says in his report to the Royal 
Oommission :—** In all probability there is 
a very large area of petroleum-bearing 
strata under Oontral Ontario which has yet 
never been reached, and which corresponds 
with the Ohio petroleum-bearing strata.” 

The valud and uses of petroleum aro woll 
known, but natural gas has not been with 
us long enough to be entirely familiar, 
Tho application of natural gas to economic 
uses is only in ite infancy. It can be used 
for melting steel, heating, welding, and 
puddling iron, for uso in the manufacture of 
of glass, for raising steam, and for warming 
residences, business houses, hotels, and 
factories, for burning lime, bricks, and all 
classes of pottery ware. And for almost 
every purpose for which fuel is ever uaed 
it has been eminently successful. For all 
the purposes mentioned it is economical, 
cleanly, and desirable from every stand- 
point. in the gas regions in North-western 
Ohio, Western Pennsylvania, and Weat 
Virginia manufacturers have established 
industries of al! kinds. In that class of 
manufactures whose productions are of 
such a nature that fuel isa very material 
part of the cosb of tho article prodused 
they have been so succossful that their com- 
petitors outside of these regions and beyond 
piping distance from the gas fields have 
been quite unable to hold their own. The 
former have very rapidly accumulated 
enormous wealth, while the latter have 
only made but slow progress. 

In the cities of Pittsburg, Allegheny, 
Buffalo, Erie, Cleveland and Detroit—the 
gas being conveyed to Detroit from Findlay, 
Ohio, a distance of over 100 miles—there 
are thousands of residences heated by 
natural gas and in which the cooking is done 
by the aid of this fuel. 

Io this direction it is perhaps doing more 
to cultivate a desire for gaseous fuel than 
any of tho numerous other uses to which it 
has beep applied, Aside from its great 
convenience, gas is superior to solid fuel for 
cooking. Thera is an erroneous impression 
prevailing with many who have nob had 
experience In the use of gas for cooking, 
that food, and especially meat, cooked with 
this tuel tastes of the gas. This is impos- 
sible unless there be careleasness in its use 
and imperfect combustion occurs, Natural 
gas does not contain any element or com- 
pound that is not contained in coal, but is 
usually free from someobnoxious compounds 
found in coal or generated fn its combustion, 
such as phosphoric acid and aulphydric acid. 
The waste products of the combustion of 
gas, however, should not be permitted to 
escape into the room. A hood placed over 
the gas stove and attached to a flue or 
chimney with a fairly good draught will not 
only carry off the burnt gas but also the 
odors rising from the food belng cooked. 
Gas is an economical fuel with which to cook 
for two reasons, First, {t is sold to the con- 
sumers at about 2dcts. por 1,000 oublo feet. 
All expense for fuel will cease, the Instant 
the cooking is completed ; and second, in 
the matter of roasting. There isa much 
smaller percentage of waste in meat roasted 
in a properly constructed gas stove than 
ocours in the best stoves using solid fuel. 
A great number of experiments made a few 
years ago in London by a committee of ex 
perts, demonstrated that meat roasted by 
the best gas roastera lost but 10 to 11-per 
cent., that is, the cooked moat weighed 10 
to 11 per cent. less than did the raw meat, 
while with the coal heated stoves the Joss 
in meat ranged from 20 to 26 per cent. 

For domestic heating there are devices 
now in use that automatically turn on and 
off the gas, so as to maintain the tempera- 
ture at any desired degree, These devices 
are so sensitive that a change of one degree 
ia temperature will be sufficlent to cause 
them to turn off or put on more gas, as may 
be required to maintain an eauable temper- 
ature, and when seb to maintain the tem- 
perature of a room at 70 degrees, will pro- 
vent the temperature of that room falling 
below 69 or rising above 71 dogrees.— Mail,

any mented or bodily ailment, or is flnancial- 
ly crippled, the union is not allowed to be 
consummated, 

Danish males and females must be, re 
spectively, 20 and 16 before they can become 
man and wife, while in France the mini- 
mum age for the former is 18 and 14 for the 
latter. 

In chilly Finland, if a couple desires to be 
married before the man has reached 21 and 
the woman 15, they must obtain an imperial 
decree, The. nly exception is made in the 
cass Of peasauts engaged in service by the 
yoar, or those who have a regular trade er 
business. These can wed if the prospec 
tive groom is 18 and the bride 14, 

Russia has a law making 18 and 16 the 
logal ages at Which the sexes may" bo joined 
in wedlock, and ia some special cases the 
bishop of the diocese in which the couple re- 
sides may pormit their marriage six months 
prior to the limits quoted, The natives of 
the Caucasus are also oxompted from the 
provisions of this law, 15 for tho males atid 
18 for the females, being the ages fixed for 
their benefit. 

Lapland'’s marringo code makes mention 
only of the age limitfor the masculine gen- 
der, which must bo 17, while in Norway ant 
Turkey there is no fixed period for either 
SOx, 

Swedish youths aged 21 may take ns life- 
partners maidons of 15, and in the Nother 
lands they must be 18 and 16 respectively, 

According to Roumauian laws, the ages 
are 18 for males and 15 for females, but a 
guardian looks after the affuirs of the hus. 
band until he bas reached his 21st year. 

In Hungary there are canonical and civil 
marriages, but the logal limits of age aro 
the same in both cases, the male being per- 
mitted to assume the weighty responsibili- 
ties of marriage When 14, while his bride 
may be two years younger, The father’s 
consent is nbsolutely necessary, without 
which the union is considered null and void, 
At the age of 24 Tugarian youths ceaso to 
be minors, While tha girls attain their ma- 
jority at 16. 

One would naturally imagine that in Italy, 
whore feiiales develop very Yapidly, the 
legal marriagadls age would be much earl- 
jer than in volder climes. Nevertheless itis 
above the usdal standard io that respect, be- 
ing 18 for men and 16 for women. 

In Spain, Portugal and Greece, the limits 
arethe samo—I4 and 12—and in Switzer- 
land cantonallaws are such that the ages 
vary from 14 to 20 for males, and 12 to 18 
for the gentle sex. 

England's laws provide that no female can 
marry Who has not passed her 12th year, and 
the malo must beat Teast 14.) Marriages in 
that country*hve governed by muny restric- 
tions too lengthy to ba quoted here, 

State laws regulate marriage in the Unit- 
od States, and nearly all of them require the 
consent of the parent When the man is léss 
than 21 and the woman under 18 years ‘of 
age, In several states strict laws regarding 
marriage licenses are enforevl even after 
both parties -have passed the twenty-first 
milestone in their life journey,—Condensed 
from the Now Yor Sun. 


THE BANK OF VENICE, 
It Disappeared in the Wreck Caused by 
tho Fiench Revolution, 

To Venice, tho “Queen of the Adriatic,” be- 
longs the honor of having established the 
first public bank of which any record can be 
found such an institutfon being unknown to 
the ancients, 

In 1711 the Republic of Venice was very 
hard pressed for finds to carry on thd wars 
in which it Was continually engaged in order 
to uphold its supremacy. Asa consequence a 
tax was levied on its moneyed men, who were 
promised a perpotuul annuity of 4 per cent. 
on the loan thus contributed, the borrowers 
never dreaming of the possibility of return- 
ing the principal. 

The lenders immediately instituted ja 
bureau for carrying out the proposed plan of 
receiving and paying out the interest, and 
in a comparatively short timeit was erected 
into the Bank of Venice, The exact date of 
its founding is not known with any degree 
of certainty ‘ 

Interest on the loan was promptly paid 
and the creditors of the republic were subse. 
quently paid in full the sums they had ad- 


vanced io © popular did it be- 
come that it was found absolute 


mnsoquently 
sly necessary 
to transform the private bank into onate 
deposit, that all classe; might take advan- 
tage of the accommodation thus afforded 

In 1725 tho interest paid by the Govern- 
ment alone amounted to upward of 31,000,- 
000 a year, and tho shares and credits of the 
bank were #0 well Supported that at all times 
its bills were quoted and held at ®& premium 
above the current money of the republic, 

After many years of prosperity the bank 
was given its death blow by the French in- 
vasion of 1797. The freedom of the city and 
the independence of the Republic vanished 
like a dream before the invaders, and as a 
natural consequence the bank, having thus 
lost its credit. and support, also disappeared 
in tit-eneral wreck.-~Detroit Free Press

BEHRING SEA DISPUTE. 


Hearing in the Supremo Court Postponed 
Until October. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The case of the 
schooner Sayward, involving the question of 
the jurisdiction of the United States over the 
seal fisherios in Behring Sea, set for bearing 
in the United States Supreme Court on Mon- 
day, bas been postponed until Oct. 19 next. 
Counsel for both sides were ready to proceed 
Monday, but the court desired that both 
cases bo heard by a full bench, which the ill- 
ness of Justice Bradloy at present renders 
impossible. The briefs of both sides have 
been made public. They are documents of 
nearly 200 pages each and there are also 
copious appendices) The argument on each 
side may be divided into two parts, viz: 
First, legal argument involving the right to 
bring the case before the court in the rather 
unusual form of a writof prohibition; and 
second, a politico-legal argument involving 
the relations between the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial departments of the Govern- 
ment and the binding force upon the judli- 
ciary of a decision by the Executive as to 
the jurisdiction appertaining to the United 
States.

After passing through streets lined with 
troops and packed with spectators the re- 
mains arrived at the Chrte Station atl 
o'clock in the afternoon and were placed 
upon arailroad car draped in black, which 
was there in waiting. Along the route of the 
procession to the railroad station the hearse 
was preceded by Col Gossler, carrying 
Count von Moltke’s field marshal’s baton, 
and by all the officers of the general staff, 
carrying the insignia and orders conferred 
on Count von Moltke during the course of 
his distinguisbed career. The casket was 
covered with large numbers of floral wreaths 
sent from all parts of Germany and from 
many parts of Europe. Emperor William, 
the members of the royal families of Ger- 
many and the German generals followed the 
hearse to the railroad station.

offoct of the imposition of a royalty, that tho 
bill be not now considered and that a com 
mission of practical men be appointed to 
of enquire Intoand report upon the best modo 
dealing with the mining lands. After a brief 
explanation from Mr, Hardy the amend- 
ment was withdrawn for the present, Sev- 
eral important changes were made in the 
bill The price of mining lands in Algoma, 
Thunder Bay, Rainy River and Nipissing, 
north of French River, Lake Nipissing and 
River Mattawa was placed, when in a sur- 
veyed township within 12 miles of a railway, 
at $4.50 per acre, when in unsurveyed terri- 
tory within 15 miles of a railway at $4 per 
acre, and all other mining lands in that dis- 
trict at $3 per acre, The price of all other 
mining lands south of the aforesaid lakes and 
rivers, when in a surveyed township within 
13 miles of a railway, was placed at $3 per 
acre; when situated olsewhere, at $2 per 
acre, Under certain conditions grants may 
be made of mining lands at the price 
heretofore applicable for which bona fide ap- 
plications were made prior to April 24, 1891. 
The royalty of 3 per cent, on silver, nickel or 
nickel coppor remained, but the proposed 
royalty of 2 per cent. on iron was dropped 
Tron was placed on the list of ores which 
“shall be subject to such royalty as shall 
from time to time be imposed by order in 
council,’ not to oxceed 2 per cont, ‘ Never- 
theless, and to assume speedy development, 
itis provided that the royalty hereby re- 
served shall not be imposed or collected on 
any ores mined, wrought or taken until seven 
years from the date of the patentof the 
lease.” 

Mr. Mowat introduced a bill respecting 
local option in liquor selling. The decision 
of Chief Justice Galt quashed.a uumber of 
local option bylaws. The Attorney-General’s 
bill is for the purpose of taking a test caso to 
the Court of Appeal. In the meantime 
the License Commissioners will be giyen 
power to issue temporary licenses. 


DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


The Speech from the Throne Will Re De- 
livered To-Morrow. 


Orrawa, April 23.—Ottawa is shaking off 
its lethargy to-night and once more assuming 
a busy aspect. The members are coming in 
fast, over one-fourth being hero to-night, 
and in the morning trains will probably 
bring in twice as many more as are hero 
now. 

To-morrow’s proceedings are not expected 
to be anything more than proforma. The 
swearing-in of members will commence at 12 
and, to use a phrase which has become his- 
toric, they will be ‘‘mesmerized in batches,” 
until they have all taken the oath. The 
usual form is to swear in as many at once, 
four, six or eight, as can get their hands on 
the Bible. After that each member signs 
the roll of the House, and then, and only 
then, becomes a full-fledged member of 
Parliament. The swearing-in and signing 
being over, the disorganized body will be 
summoned to the Red Chamber, where they 
will be informed that His Excelloncy does 
not please to discloss the reason of his sum- 
moning Parliament until they have elected a 
Speaker, and the House will be dismissed 
uutil 3 o’clock on Thursday, when the formal 
opening will take place and the Speech from 
the Throne be delivered. No intimation can 
of course be got to-night as to what the 
speech is likely to contain, but it is not an- 
ticipated that the Goyernmont will announce 
any startling change of policy or pre-shadow 
any legislation of anature likely to provoke 
determined opposition. It has already been 
announced that no great or general change 
in the tariff will be made, and the legislation 
members are said to be good speakers and 
some of them are practised Parliamentarians» 
but the familiar slouch hat and sonorous- 
rounded paragraphs of Mr, Blake will be 
sadly missed from the Opposition benches, 
while the Government will mourn the loss 
of argumentative strength occasioned by the 
enforced absence of Mr. Colby. Apropos of 
this gentleman, I understand that his resig- 
nation has been accepted and that he does 
not anticipate a very early return to public 
life, as his business in Eogland will probably 
occupy him forsome time. The House will 
also miss the portly presences of Mr. Carling 
which will add somewhat to the appearance 
of the Senate. It is very freely stated that 
he will not remainin the Senate very long 
after the close of tho session, but transfer his 
sphere of usefulness to Goverament 
Toronto, Sir Alexander 
Benate.

HE MURDERED BABES. 


TRIAL OF THE ALLEGED BuUTC HER | 
OF THE M'GONIGLE air 

Intense Interest Taken in Blin Trial at 

Original Only Two Vrenehman on 


the Jury, Which Was Kinpaneled With 


reat Ditheuity 


L/ORIGNAL, April 28 Narcl Larocqu 
was placed on trial to-day for the murdor of 
Mary and Eliza MeGoniglo in the woods 
near Cudiberland on the afternoon of O 
tober 7, of last year The murder was one 
of the most shocking to the record of crime 
The victims were two s hool girls, daughters | 
f Jame McGoniglo, a farm laborer living 
about two miles from Cumb riand,a vi 
nage mo ¢éighteen mile below thi elty 
Tho girls wero lt and 12 yours respectively 
and nttonded the village hool, On the 
afternoon f Oct. 7, they left the achool 
houso at tho usual hour for bome Ata 
certain point inthe road they were in the 
habit of parting from their young com 
panions and taking a short cutto thoir 
home through the bush, The first part of 
thoir way Iny over stoop road éut 
through Mr, Gamblo’s farm, onding in a 
more car track through a deuse plantation 
f necond-yrowth trevs At the wop of the 
bill they met ason of Mr. Gamblo's driving 
& wagon, and they were likewis»s seen by 
ono of Mr. Gamnble’s mon, who was looking 
after cattle in an adjoining fleld. Thoir 
murderer isthe only other porson who is 
known to bave seen them again in life 


They did not got to their home that night, 
but as it was raining their parents conclud - 
ed that they had remained ata friend's in 
the village, m course they had adopted on 
stormy nights than before, 
Whon, they did not reach home 
after school hours on the followlug day thoir 
mother became seriously alarmed. After 
supper the fathor started in to the village to 
make some inquiry. After diligent search 
he ascertained that the girls bad started for 
home, The matter was canvassed among 
the simple villagors, and late at night it was 
jetermined to institute a search for thom 
Torches were procured, and the path along 
which they usually went through the bush 
examined, A little way off the regular way 
home the bodies of the two girls were found, 
lving almost side by side, It was casy to soe 
that a considerable struggle had taken placs 
before the murderous. brute who encompass- 
od thoir death bad finished his work. The 
leaves all about the spot were tossed, and the 
surrounding shrubbery had been beaten 
jowno and broken. Tho most unpractised 
*ye could guessthe means of death. The 
protruding eyeballs and bruised throats 
ibowed that both had been strangled by the 
compression of strong and ruthless hands. - 
Tho elder girl had also been struck over the 
head so thather scalp was Inid bare, and 
her fac¢ and bands bore “other contusions 
and evidences of the brutality of the monster 
who had slain her, The bodies were tenderly 
put ona vehicle and conveyed to the house. 
It would be useless to atteropt to portray 
what oa terrible home-coming this was to 
the distracted mother. The modical autopsy 
showed the motive for the fiend’s deed. 
The bodies of both children had been 
violated, 

The prisoner is defended by Neil Mc- 
Crimmon of Macdonald, Macintosh & Mce- 
Crimmon, Toronto, associated with A. Con- 
stantineau of L’Orignal. It took four hours 
to empanel the jury, the Crown objecting to 
all but two Frenchmen and the defence ob- 
Jecting to all jurymen from the district in 
which the murder was committed. Some 60 
oames were called and finally the court had 
to wait till the jury in another case was 
through in order to obtain fresh material. 
The jury when finally selected bad only two 
Frenchmen.

Bupa Pesta, April 29,—A farm band by 
name of Maresin Gilezan has been arrested 
for killing a rich female, the keeper of a 
well-known inn at the village of Detta, near 
Hore, and by name of Josepha Kirsch. Tho, 
Woman was found dead in her bod yesterday 
morning, and the only evidence of violence 
Which might have led to lier doath were blue 
marks about hor throat indicative of stran- 
gulation, Gilezan finally confessed that ho 
had killed the woman, but claimed that ho 
bad to do so in accordance with her positive 
instructions, and produced. the following lét 
ter which has been identified by those fami- 
liar with Mrs, Kirsch's handwriting, as hay- 
ing been written by that woman: 

“As Thaye told you before upon several oc 
casions, my life is no longer bearable and I have 
decided that the only rest fon, me will come by 
taking my life. 

“I have decidéd to ask you to kill me, and if 
you do it you may havo two florins and a quart 
of whisky, both of these I hays provided: I pre- 
sumeé you will require something to give you 
courage to do thisdeéd, and for that reason I 
have got the quart of whisky. and I will give it to 
you just as s00n 4s you say that you will kill me, 
and the two florins will be where you can get 


them as soon as you satisfy yourself that I am 
dead. 


“At7 o'clock this evening I shall be entirely 
finished with my day's work aod will await you 
in my room. I want ydu to tie my bands and feet 
togethersecurely.: Thon I want you to clasp 
your hands around my throat for five ‘minutes, 
which will be sufficient time to kill me; then 
sprinkle my hody with holy water and take. the 
two florins which you will findin the pocket of 
my dress.” 

The cowardly follow considered for several 
hours and finally decided to undertake. the 
job. He tied her as directed, took the 
whisky, satina chair facing her for two 
hours, during which time he drank all the 
liquor and became so intoxicated that he had 
no remembrance of what he did; He sup- 
posed he must have killed) her in the way 
proposed.

It is also probable that the speech will in- 
dicate that amendments will be proposed te 
one or two other acts, and no doubt there 
will be a reference to the satisfactory condi- 
tion of the revenue, as evidenced by the sur- 
plus last year, and the estimates will be 
promised at any early period of the session, 

If the above proves te bea correct antici 
pation of the business to be submitted to 
parliament, it will be seen that while not in- 
dicating any measures of a radical or a 
startling nature calculated to provoke a long 
and acrimonious session, there will still be 
@suficioncy of useful legislation proposed.

“OLD HUTCH” MISSING: 

Cnicago, April 20.—The vreak in the 
prices of grain on the Board of Trado this 
morning was caused by ramors that B, P. 
Hutcliinson, the veteran speculator, was in 
financial trouble. No {acts in evidence were 
given by those who talked of the matter, 
though it was common report that be lately 
lost heavily in wheat and corn, both on the 
recent heavy advance and subsequent 
break in prices. Mr, Hutchinson was 
not to be found upon the floor and 
later it became known that Mr. Hutchinson 
was mysteriously missing. None of Mr. 
Hutchinson's family have seen him since 
yesterday afternoon when the board closed. 
His people were of course very anxious io 
regard tohim. Tho supposition among Mr. 
Hutchinson's friends is that ho has wandered 
away ina fit of temporary despondency. 
The actual condition of bis affairs is not 
known, though it is understood all of his 
trades on the board have been 
closed out, and a private despatch 
from Milwaukee says all bis deals there have 
been closed. Whatever may bo his financial 
condition, it is not believed anyone will lose 
anything through him, as his family, itis 
confidently expected, will see them paid, if 
necessary, Hutchinson's checks have gone 
through tho clearing house so far without 


question. Present interest centres in tho 
whereabouts of the Board of Trade King 
who for yoars ruled the market, putting 
prices up and down at will by the sheer force 
of the millions with which he was able to 
back his opinions. His sudden and mysteri- 
ous disappearance recalls the fate of the late 
millionaire B. H, Campbell, who disappear- 
ed last December, and whose body was found 
in the river afterwards.

Prisoner after the verdict was announced, 
turnod doadly pale, his lips quivered aud it

The Evidence that Convicted 

The evidence was purely circumstantial, 
James McGonigle, the father of the mur- 
dered children, a laborer, testified to their 
ages, namely, thatof Mary about 14 years 
and thatof Eliza abcut 12 They were at 
school at Cumberland on Oct, 7 last; they 
did not come home that night; the next 
night, Wednesday, Oct. 8, about 10 o'clock, 
the two girls were found dead by him and 
some others ina bush just out ofa lane, 
which tho children traversed on their way to 
and from tho village. 

George Brown, the school teacher, and 
Cozy McCollum, ao little girl who was a 
schoolmate of the murdered girls, testified 
to the latter having been at school on Oct. 7 
and Laving left itfor home about 4 o'clock. 

Margaret Cochrane deposed that she saw 
the prisoner running towards the lave on the 
afternoon of the murder, as did also her son. 

William Gamble testified that he had met 
and spoken to the prisoner, who was follow- 
ing the girls towards the bush on the after- 
noon in question. Prisoner was walking at a 
brisk pace. 

Benjamin Bernard gavo the most incrim- 


inating testimony. Ho swore positively that 
while in a field getting his cows be saw pri- 
toner walking with the two girls in the lane 
One girl was walk- 


leading up to the bush. 
ing alongside him, while the other was walk- 
ing just behind. 

The evidence of Robert Dalrymple corrob- 
orated that of the two preceding witnesses as 
to the timeat which they returned from the 
fiold. He also heard screaming at intervals 
of 15 minutes from the direction of the woods, 

Considerable evidence was given as to the 
tracks made by the murderer, which exactly 
corresponded in size with those made by 
boots belonging to theprisoner. It was also 


shown that trees on the route prisoner ad. 
mitted he took in going to his brother’s house 
were covered with blood marks.as if a 


bloody band had been wiped thereon, 

Edward Larocque, « cousin of the prisoner, 
swore that prisoner arrived at his house at 6 
o'clock on the evening of the murder and 
remained all night. 

Ghastly Relios in Evidence, 

The medical testimony was very conclus- 
ive, Drs, Marks, Janson and Ferguson, who 
made the post morteui, testified that there 
was every evidence that the children bad 
been horribly outraged. Tho immediate 
cause of death was strangulation, the finger- 
snarks of the assassin being plainly discern- 
ible on the neck, while the windpipe bore 
evidence of great pressure. Thore were also 
numerous marks on the hands showing that 
fingermarks had dug intothem. Dr. Marks 
produced in court the hands and other in- 
jured parts of the children preserved in 
spirits, together with photographs of the 
bands and impressions of the fingers of the 
prisoner and the jury compared them. A 
shudder of horror ran through the audience 
during the course of the evidence of Coroner 
Marks. The younger girl had evidently been 
the first victim of the fiendish monster, as 
the marks of violence in her case were the 
most pronouncéd, and in strangling the child 
the murderer had used such force that he 
had broken a bone in the throat. 

There was no evidence for the defence, 
Prisoner's counsel did not think it advisable 
to call witnesses as to character, and the at- 
tempt to show that other girls had prvvious- 
ly been chased in the same woods was aban- 
doned. 

Locehia Liberated, 

Cayuaa, April 29,—Locchia, the Italian 
who was accused of murder and arson in 
connection with the burning of oa farmer's 
residence in North Cayuga, whereby two 
children were burned to death, has been re- 
leased from jail on his own recognizance, the 
Crown Attorney believing that the evidence 
against him was not sufficient to justify his 
further detention.
